Political 
strategist 
Dick Pabi 
dies at 44

■ ast Saturday, on New Year’s Day, 
1 Dick Pabich died from AIDS-re- 
lated complications. He was 44. 

Pabich, a widely respected political 
consultant and strategist, leaves in his 
wake a far- 
reaching legacy 
of social change 
that began in 
San Francisco 
in the 1970s, 
and reached 
throughout the 
country. 

“He was a 
visionary: a 

restless and 
angry activist 
that envisioned 
a better world,” said Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francisco). 

Perhaps just as importantly, he was 
also well-loved for his humor, and for 
the joy that he took from life. 

“He was a charming rogue,” said 
Migden. “He was tall and handsome; 
he loved to throw back his head and 
laugh.” 

Pabich was the chief architect of 
many campaigns to fight homopho¬ 
bia, to win equal rights for gay and 
lesbian people, to fight AIDS, and to 
elect openly gay candidates to public 
office. 

At the age of 20, he walked into 
Harvey Milk’s camera shop on Castro 
Street and volunteered for Milk’s 
campaign for the state Assembly. 

“From the earliest moment, he was 
very self-assured and confident, both 
about being a gay man, and also 
about his talents as a political strate¬ 
gist, and everyone around him recog¬ 
nized that as well,” said Jim Rivaldo, 
his former business partner. 

Working with Rivaldo, Pabich co¬ 
managed Milk’s 1977 campaign to be¬ 
come the state’s first openly gay elect¬ 
ed official, on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors. 

“He was the only person that 
could boss Harvey around,” said Ri¬ 
valdo. “Between the two of them, they 
really established gay political power 
in this city and state.” 

Following the election, Pabich be¬ 
came Milk’s aide at City Hall, and 
later, was an aide to Harry Britt after 
he was appointed to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors following the assassinations 
of Milk and Mayor George Moscone 
on November 27,1978. 

Pabich went on to run many suc¬ 
cessful campaigns, including Britt’s 
election as the first openly gay presi¬ 
dent of the board, and later, Migden’s 
election to the board. 

“Dickie was a star. That may sound 
trite, but that’s the way I think of 
him,” Britt told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“It’s a loss for all of us - he was a pow- 
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■ here were parties everywhere on New Year's Eve, 
as people - including these three young men - celebrated 
the beginning of a new century and new millennium. 
The fireworks in front of the Ferry Building at the 
Embarcadero lighted up the San Francisco skyline 
for a crowd estimated at 250,000. 


Activists ‘create change’ in 
Oakland Police Department

I t wasn’t supposed to happen. And yet by 
some miracle of bad timing, an Oakland 
police officer chose the wrong weekend 
last November to harass a transgender 
woman, when there just happened to be 
thousands of queer activists in town ready to 
do something about it. 

Now, thanks to that chance collision, 
Oakland has one of the more gay-friendly 
police forces around, recently appointing a 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender liai¬ 
son, implementing sensitivity and gender- 
specific training, and creating a safe work en¬ 


vironment resulting in more than halt a 
dozen officers coming out as gay or lesbian. 
If it weren’t for an ugly incident, queer ac¬ 
tivists agree, this progress would not have 
transpired. 

On November 13, a handful of people at¬ 
tending the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force’s Creating Change conference at the 
Oakland Convention Center were walking 
near 14th and Broadway streets at about 3 
a.m. where they encountered a transgender 
woman who had just been assaulted. When 
police arrived, witnesses said, an officer treat¬ 
ed the woman like a criminal; saying, “I’m 
tired of your shit” and that he did not want 
to deal with the “paperwork” that came with

filing an incident report. 

It was as if the gender organizing and di¬ 
rect action workshops at Creating Change 
suddenly had a homework assignment. 

Over 1,000 conference participants, 
armed with bullhorns, signs, and sponta¬ 
neous chants, descended upon the police de¬ 
partment headquarters less than 12 hours 
later. They were greeted by officers who ad¬ 
dressed the crowd with respect and a pledge 
to look into the incident.

San Francisco Youth Commission 
seeks task force members

iip he San Francisco Youth 
Ai Commission needs more 
1 teens and early twenty- 
somethings to join its Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender, 
Queer, and Questioning Youth 
Task Force, a group that reviews 
the policies and progress of city 
departments and service 
providers with regard to the needs 
of queer youth and provides ad¬ 
vice and assistance to these agen¬ 
cies in developing appropriate 
queer youth programs. 

In September 1996, the Human 
Rights Commission and the Youth 
Commission held a joint hearing 
to examine the needs of LGBTQQ 
youth in San Francisco. With 
input from youth, the HRC made 
recommendations to various city 
departments in order to improve 
the quality of life for LGBTQQ 
youth. Recommendations were 
made about policies in schools,

shelters and health services, youth 
agencies, and the juvenile justice 
system. The mission of the youth 
task force is to ensure that these 
recommendations are implement¬ 
ed, and the first organized 
LGBTQQ youth task force met in 


September 1998. 

Applications are currently 
being accepted for the task force’s 
new term and are due as soon as 
possible. The new term has already 
started, but task force coordinator 
Mario Balcita says that new appli¬ 
cants have not missed much, just 
a few ongoing meetings about the 
proposed queer youth shelter. 

“There’s a lot more work to 
come,” Balcita told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We’re looking for new 
people who are eager to get things 
done.” 

Interested queer youth - 
meaning those under the age of 
24 - must commit six to 15 hours 
per month, with a more intense 
time commitment during the first 
several weeks of their appoint¬ 
ment. Youth under the age of 18, 
people of color, and people with 
disabilities are especially encour¬ 
aged to apply.

Lambda announces Supreme Court roundup

T he new year brings an un¬ 
precedented number of gay 
and HIV related cases before 
the U.S. Supreme Court, accord¬ 
ing to Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, with two of 
those cases expected to be consid¬ 
ered this Friday, January 7, and 
another expected to begin argu¬ 
ments January 12. 

“The year 2000 opens with 
Lambda in its biggest, most far- 
reaching role ever before the 
Supreme Court,” said Lambda 
Legal Director Beatrice Dohrn in a 
statement issued last week. In all, 
Lambda is involved in five cases be¬ 
fore the high court this year that are 
expected to set legal standards for 
future decisions regarding gays, les¬ 
bians, and people with HIV/AIDS. 

On January 7, the court is sched¬ 
uled to look at Dale v. Boy Scouts of 
America, the landmark case that 
prohibited the Boy Scouts from dis¬ 
criminating against gay people. 
Lambda will urge the Supreme 
Court to uphold previous decisions 


and deny review of the case. 

Also on January 7, the court 
will examine Doe and Smith v. Mu¬ 
tual of Omaha, a case that chal¬ 
lenges insurance caps for people 
with HIV/AIDS. Mutual of Omaha 
limits benefits to HIV-related care 
to a fraction of what it pays for 
most other illnesses. The lifetime 
caps have already forced some peo¬ 
ple to make risky decisions regard¬ 
ing their medical care in order to 
remain covered. Lambda will argue 
that the court should reverse a Sev¬ 
enth Circuit decision and hold that 
the Americans With Disabilities 
Act protects people with HIV from 
cruel and discriminatory coverage 
restrictions. 

On January 12, arguments 
begin in Troxel v. Granville, a case 
arising out of a grandparent’s vis¬ 
itation petition in Washington 
state. Lambda agrees with the 
Washington Supreme Court that a 
state statute allowing “any person” 
to petition for visitation of a child 
at “any time” is too broad and 
should be overturned, and urges 
the U.S. Supreme Court to strike a 
balance whereby gay parents can 


be free from intrusion of those 
who disapprove of same-sex cou¬ 
ples, but where the best interests of 
children from nontraditional fam¬ 
ilies are always considered. 

Also up for consideration for 
review is Davis v. Hopper , a case 
that argues segregation of prison¬ 
ers with HIV violates their civil 
rights. Lambda has signed an ami¬ 
cus brief in the case, brought by 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
on behalf of prisoners in Alabama, 
urging the court to review the case 
out of a commitment to sound 
public health procedures. 

Finally, a decision is expected in 
University of Wisconsin v. South- 
worth. In the case, argued in Octo¬ 
ber, Christian conservatives at the 
University of Wisconsin maintain 
that the campus should not fund a 
gay center and other student 
groups with which they disagree. 
Lambda’s friend-of-the-court brief 
urges the justices to hold that uni¬ 
versities do not violate the First 
Amendment when they use stu¬ 
dent activities fees to fund services 
and groups that ensure students 
access to a broad range of ideas. ▼

H Jj igh profile endorsements 
may not make a big differ- 
m i ence in winning or losing a 
campaign. But virtually all politi¬ 
cal campaigns strive to collect a 
long list of “name” endorsers - 
politicians, religious leaders, even 
Hollywood stars - in the hope 
that voters will follow their fa¬ 
vored public figure’s lead in sup¬ 
porting a campaign. 

The No on Knight/Proposition 
22 campaign, for example, regu¬ 
larly updates its endorsement list 
with the names of more high-pro¬ 
file leaders. 

Yet the campaign organizers 
for Proposition 22, the ballot 
measure authored by state Sena¬ 
tor Pete Knight (R-Palmdale) 
which would outlaw recognition 
of out-of-state gay marriages in 
California, have decided they will 
not publish an endorsement list. 

“We’re much more a grass¬ 
roots campaign than the No cam¬ 
paign is,” explained Robert 
Glazier, spokesman for the Knight 
initiative, Proposition 22 on the 
statewide ballot for the March 7 
presidential primary election. 
“They are a campaign of big 
money, and we are a campaign of 
morality.” 

“They don’t have an endorse¬ 
ment list because they don’t have 
any endorsers,” charged Tracey 
Conaty, spokesperson for No on 
Knight/Proposition 22 campaign. 

The real endorsers 

But Glazier said that his “grass¬ 
roots” campaign needs no en¬ 
dorsement list, pointing to their 
war chest, which consists primar¬ 
ily of “small donations” from 
“over 10,000 Californians,” while 
more than half of the No on 
Knight campaign consists of “six 
figure donations from six or seven 
individuals.” 


“How did they get this on the 
ballot? Four guys each put up 
$250,000,” responded Mike Mar¬ 
shall, campaign manager for No on 
Knight/Proposition 22, referring to 
Howard Ahmanson and a few 
other right-wing theocrats. The 
“small donations” Glazier spoke of, 
according to Marshall, came pri¬ 
marily from members of the Mor¬ 
mon church, which had exhorted 
its California members last year to 
donate to the Knight campaign. 

Countering this support from 
the Mormon church, as well as 
substantial financial support from 
Catholic dioceses around the 
state, the No on Knight campaign 
staged a press conference in 
Sacramento on Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 5, at which some 75 religious 
leaders from around the state ap¬ 
pealed to Mormons to oppose 
Proposition 22. 

“They’ve been touting that 
they have the moral high ground 
here and all of a sudden 75 reli¬ 
gious leaders come out against 
their side,” Marshall gloated. 

On its face, the Proposition 22 
campaign’s list of major donors 
could easily double as their en¬ 
dorsement list, but they have ap¬ 
parently chosen not to highlight 
Ahmanson and other fundamen¬ 
talist conservatives as the chief 
backers that provided the seed 
money for their campaign. 

As of September 30, the most 
recent filing deadline for campaign 
financing statements, the Proposi¬ 
tion 22 campaign reported about 
$4 million dollars in contributions 
- about four times the amount re¬ 
ported by the No on Knight camp. 
The next filing deadline is this 
Monday, January 10. 

Both Marshall and Glazier said 
they expected to be outspent by 
the other side. 

Meanwhile, if you can’t get any 
high-profile leaders to endorse 
your campaign, why not slap to¬ 
gether a few of their quotes out of 


context, and call it good? 

The Proposition 22 campaign’s 
official website includes no en¬ 
dorser list, but it does have a list 
of quotes from various political 
leaders which indicate their oppo¬ 
sition to gay marriage. 

Unfortunately, many of those 
quoted have actually endorsed the 
No on Knight side, including U.S. 
Senator Barbara Boxer and Vice 
President A1 Gore. 

In addition, quotes are includ¬ 
ed from President Bill Clinton 
and Governor Gray Davis, neither 
of whom have taken a position on 
Proposition 22. 

In fact, the governor is expect¬ 
ed to announce his opposition to 
the Knight initiative, possibly 
soon after his State of the State 
address on Wednesday, January 5. 

Marshall called the Proposi¬ 
tion 22/Knight campaign’s prac¬ 
tice of using these quotes in direct 
contradiction of the politicians’ 
sentiments “deceitful and mis¬ 
leading to voters.” 

Only three of the 11 quotes on 
the website appear to directly sup¬ 
port Proposition 22: Los Angeles 
County Supervisor Mike 
Antonovich, the Mexican-Ameri- 
can Political Association’s former 
president Julio Calderon, and the 
California Catholic Conference of 
Bishops. 

“The challenge the other side 
has is they have nobody in main¬ 
stream California as endorsers. 
No statewide or national Repub¬ 
lican has endorsed their cam¬ 
paign,” added Marshall. 

Asked to name any member of 
the California Legislature, Repub¬ 
lican or Democrat, who had en¬ 
dorsed Proposition 22, Glazier de¬ 
clined to do so. “What about Sena¬ 
tor Knight?” this reporter inquired. 
Glazier suggested contacting 
Knight’s Senate office, which un¬ 
fortunately was legally prohibited 
from commenting. Knight did not 
return a call seeking comment. V

Friend says Bodfish 
couldn’t have 
hired own killer

ne of transgender murder 
ll victim Emmon Bodfish’s 
'%> closest friends is assailing 
speculation from police and oth¬ 
ers that Bodfish may have solicit¬ 
ed his own killing. “He was too 
smart,” said Stacey Weinberger. 
“He just took a lot of pride in 
being able to do things himself. 

“If Emmon would have want¬ 
ed to kill himself he would have 
planned it with the same thor¬ 
oughness he planned his life,” 
added Weinberger who pointed to 
an incident in 1993 in which Bod¬ 
fish strongly rebuked a suicide 
pact proposed by his son, Max 
Wills. 

Wills, 33, committed suicide in 
a Santa Monica hotel room just 
hours after his grandmother told 
him his mother (Bodfish) was 
dead. After an in-depth meeting 
on the case on November 4, Orin- 
da police said for the first time 
they don’t believe Wills killed his 
mother but added they may never 
be able to completely rule him out 
because they cannot account for 
all his time while he was vacation¬ 
ing in Southern California. 

Bodfish, 56, was found blud¬ 
geoned to death June 30 in his 
home in an exclusive neighbor¬ 
hood in Orinda. It was the first 
homicide in the quiet Contra 
Costa County city since 1997. 

“He wouldn’t have had some¬ 
one come up and bludgeon him,” 
said Weinberger. “He hadn’t pre¬ 
pared to die. He was getting ready 
to go to bed. He had some 
Sudafed set out and ready to take 
at his bedside. He had set up a fire 
[in his fireplace]. That’s not the 
actions of somebody who is ready 
to kill himself. Emmon would 
have planned his death with the 
same care that he planned his 
life.” 

Other evidence seems to sug¬ 
gest Bodfish’s killing may not have 
been something he planned. Po¬ 
lice say a bag containing perish¬ 


able produce items was discovered 
in Bodfish’s car, as if he had re¬ 
cently arrived home after a trip to 
the store or from one of his other 
homes. That clue begs the ques¬ 
tion: If Bodfish expected he was 
about to be killed why would he 
be stocking his home with food? 

The suspicion Bodfish may 
have solicited his own murder 
stems in large part from Bodfish’s 
diary writings in which he wrote 
extensively about his severe de¬ 
pression. Police said Bodfish 
wrote he was “ready to leave this 
world.” 

“It was just his way of working 


things out,” said Weinberger. “It 
was a way of discussing it.” Wein¬ 
berger added that Bodfish wrote 
extensively in journals since he 
was a little girl. 

Police say the Bodfish case is 
baffling because they can find no 
motive. So far, the only person in¬ 
vestigators say appeared to want 
Bodfish dead is Bodfish himself. 
Veteran Contra Costa County 
homicide detectives tell the Bay 
Area Reporter they are open to all 
possibilities to explain Bodfish’s 
mysterious murder and add the 
Bodfish case is the most unusual 
homicide they’ve investigated. 

In an October press release, the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force named Bodfish as one of 20 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, or transgen- 
dered Americans murdered in a 
hate crime attack since the 
Matthew Shepard killing. Al¬ 
though one of Bodfish’s friends 
speculated his murder may have 
been a hate crime, police say they 


have “absolutely no” evidence sug¬ 
gesting Bodfish was murdered be¬ 
cause of his orientation. 

As the B.A.R. first reported two 
months ago, a safe containing 
gold and precious coins was 
found beneath the floor boards of 
one of Bodfish’s closets. This 
month, Bodfish’s longtime lawyer 
and estate executor, Garrett Riegg, 
told the B.A.R. the gold and coins 
contained in the safe are worth 
$64,000, or about $7,000 more 
than previously estimated. Last 
month, police disclosed that a 
note was found in one of Bod¬ 
fish’s homes about the safe. It was 


in Bodfish’s handwriting and said: 
“Tell Max about the safe.” Contra 
Costa County homicide detective 
Sergeant Mark Hale told the 
B.A.R. that investigators believe 
Bodfish likely wrote the note to 
himself. Hale said he didn’t know 
whether Bodfish had ever told his 
son, Max Wills, about the safe. 

Meanwhile, Weinberger said a 
memorial dinner was held - coin¬ 
cidentally on Halloween - for 
Bodfish’s friends. Weinberger said 
Halloween, according to ancient 
Celtic beliefs, is the transition pe¬ 
riod between the old and new 
year. Bodfish was a devout Druid, 
a nature-based faith derived from 
ancient Celtic tradition. Wein¬ 
berger said the Halloween gather¬ 
ing, although held at the site of 
Bodfish’s murder, was festive in 
keeping with many of the gather¬ 
ings Bodfish hosted for friends. “It 
was elegant and wonderful,” said 
Weinberger. “He would have been 
very pleased.” ▼

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Leal named to state investment commission

" * Susan Leal this week took 
the oath of office as a mem¬ 
ber of the California Debt and In¬ 
vestment Advisory Commission. 
Leal, a Latina lesbian, was ap¬ 
pointed to the post by state Trea¬ 
surer Philip Angelides and was 
administered the oath of office 
Monday, January 3. CDIAC is 
made up of several state elected 
officials; Leal is one of two local 
officials on the commission. 

A statewide body, CDIAC as¬ 
sists state and local agencies with 
the monitoring, issuance, and 
management of public debt and 
investments. It also acts as the 
state’s clearinghouse for informa¬ 
tion, education, and technical as¬ 
sistance on public debt and in¬ 
vestments. 

Leal told the Bay Area Reporter 
she’s honored to serve on the 
commission. “It sets the tone for 
issuance of public debt, or bonds.”

She also said that Angelides’s 
appointment of her as an open 
lesbian is just one more example 
of progress for the queer commu¬ 
nity. “It’s very ‘non-queer.’ I’m 
going onto what is considered a 
fairly traditional state commis¬ 
sion. They [other commissioners] 
see me and we talk business. In 


this case, we talk bonds and pub¬ 
lic investments. We can’t be put in 
our boxes anymore,” Leal told the 
B.A.R. 

CDIAC is chaired by An¬ 
gelides. In his appointment of 
Leal to the commission, he stated 
that her “background and local 
government experience will pro¬ 
vide the leadership necessary to 
make this an effective and innov¬ 
ative commission.” 

Among the new ideas for the 
commission are doing more to get 
people to invest in and promote 
inner cities as well as to do more 
socially responsible investing, Leal 
explained. 

Leal, midway through her first 
term as city treasurer, formerly 
served on the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, where she chaired the Fi¬ 
nance Committee. 

Angelides, a Democrat, be¬ 
came state treasurer in January 
1999. He succeeds Republican 
Matt Fong, who lost the 1998 U.S. 
Senate race against incumbent 
Senator Barbara Boxer. ▼ 
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AIDS doctor fired - patients cry foul, 
UCSF pleads poverty over clinic woes

W hen people with a life- 
threatening disease get a 
new doctor, it takes a 
while for the two to get a feel for 
each other, to establish the open 
communication, the question- 
and-answer, and give-and-take 
that patients rely on for their very 
survival. 

So when that carefully culti¬ 
vated relationship is taken away, 
seemingly arbitrarily, it can be a 
shock to a patient’s system. 

The dismissal of one doctor at 
the University of California at San 
Francisco’s HIV clinic has some of 
her patients up in arms in San 
Francisco, and her termination is 
causing some concern about 
UCSF’s commitment to caring for 
people with HIV during a time of 
intense scrutiny, and likely cut¬ 
backs, of their money-losing 
healthcare programs. 

“How do they expect a patient 
with AIDS to develop a serious 
bonding with their physician 
when it feels like a drop-in clinic 
where you don’t know who you’re 
going to see?” exclaimed Freder¬ 
ick Hobson, a patient at the clinic. 

UCSF defended its decision 
not to renew the contract of Dr. 
Amy Kindrick, who was recruited 
to serve as the first medical direc¬ 


tor of the Positive Health Practice 
Ambulatory Care Center in No¬ 
vember 1998. 

While stating that “at the mo¬ 
ment, we’re not planning to Fill 
the position” with a replacement 
full-time physician, Dr. Lee Gold¬ 
man, chair of the Department of 
Medicine at UCSF, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that “we’re not talk¬ 
ing about cutting, we’re talking 
about right-sizing and making the 
practice more efficient.” 

“Is it our responsibility to have 
more M.D.s than we need given 
our volume of patients, despite 
the fact that this is one of the least 
efficient practices we have?” he 
asked. 

Kindrick said that she was told 
it was a “lack of money that led to 
my layoff” from her non-tenured 
academic appointment, which 
was paid in the range of $100,000 
annually - the same amount, in¬ 
cidentally, that Goldman stated 
the clinic was losing each year. 

The doctor received notifica¬ 
tion of her “non-renewal” on Oc¬ 
tober 3 from UCSF Stanford 
Health Care, less than three weeks 
before UCSF and Stanford an¬ 
nounced the divorce of their 
three-year-old marriage as a joint¬ 
ly operated medical center. 

Hobson and other patients 
have expressed concern that 
UCSF is planning to close the

clinic, or maintain a skeleton pro¬ 
gram that will force the increas¬ 
ingly indigent and uninsured pa¬ 
tient population to San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

“There’s no nefarious plot 
here,” said Goldman. “I’ve gone 
on record as committed to main¬ 
taining the AIDS clinic. 

“Our ability to serve the unin¬ 
sured is limited,” he added. “We 
have no intention of closing, but 
we are doing our best to limit the 
subsidies.” Goldman complained 
that no one was calling to thank 
the university for subsidizing 
money-losing programs like the 


AIDS clinic. 

“I don’t think the issue is about 
me, it’s about the clinic and the 
institution’s commitment to HIV 
care,” said Kindrick. “There is less 
than optimal continuity in the pa¬ 
tients’ medical care at the clinic.” 

Goldman, however, said that 
in the last year, the number of pa¬ 
tient visits at the UCSF AIDS clin¬ 
ic has gone up 32 percent, and 
that the number of faculty 
providers has gone up 35 percent. 

“I think that certainly, if you 
see us cutting an M.D., you’d have 
to say [we’re] cutting AIDS care,” 
said Dr. Mitch Katz, director of 
the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, when asked about 
the possible elimination of Kin- 
drick’s position. San Francisco has 
a $54 million annual contract 
with UCSF to provide health care 
services at San Francisco General 
Hospital. 

The SFGH AIDS clinic recent¬ 
ly managed to avoid UCSF’s 
threatened elimination of its viral 
diagnostic testing due to the in¬ 
tervention of the mayor who 
committed additional city funds 
to pay for the crucial test.

But the city has no control 
over cutbacks to the UCSF AIDS 
clinic on Parnassus Avenue, where 
Kindrick’s layoff leaves the UCSF 
clinic with only one full-time 
physician.

New state law gives same-sex and older 
straight couples recognition and rights

I t’s official. On Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 3, the state’s new domestic 
partnership law took effect, 
and 71 couples immediately got in 
line at the secretary of state’s of¬ 
fice in Sacramento to register. The 
law, authored by Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francisco) 
and signed by Governor Gray 
Davis last fall, gives new legal sta¬ 
tus to same-sex couples and el¬ 
derly heterosexual couples in 
search of some form of couple- 
hood rights. Migden has urged all 
domestic partners to register as a 
way for the community to be 
counted, and hey, it can’t hurt; the 
law provides registered couples - 
regardless of homophobic family 
members and other obstacles - 
the legal right to hospital visita¬ 
tion. And, if you happen to be an 
employee of the state, the law also 
guarantees you and your partner 
joint health coverage. With this 
law, even the most anti-marriage 
couples around will want to doc¬ 
ument their relationship. It is a 
simple process, but one that can 
mean all the difference in times of 
emergency. 

To qualify as domestic part¬ 
ners, couples must share a com¬ 
mon residence and agree to be 
jointly responsible for each other’s 
basic living expenses. They must 
be adults, unmarried, and unre¬ 
lated by blood, and must be over 
18 years of age. Domestic partners 
must be same-sex couples, unless 
both parties are over the age 62, in 
which case heterosexuals may reg-

ister as well. Domestic partners 
are not required to own joint 
property or have both names on 
the lease of a rental property. One 
partner may maintain another 
residence or leave for travel, as 
long as both intend to keep one 
residence that they both share. 

To register, couples may obtain 
forms through the secretary of 
state or county clerk offices, or 
through the Internet. Couples 
must complete the form, sign it, 
and have it notarized. They then 
must mail or deliver the form to 
the secretary of state’s office with 
a $10 registration fee, and voila, 
they are recognized in the eyes of 
California. 

A domestic partnership is ter¬ 
minated if either party dies, mar¬ 
ries, or permanently separates 
from the common residence. The 
couple may also terminate the 


partnership by filing a notice with 
the secretary of state, or one part¬ 
ner may terminate the agreement 
by sending a letter to the other 
partner by certified mail. Any 
third parties that provide benefits 
based on domestic partnership 
must also be informed of the ter¬ 
mination. 

The law does not explicitly es¬ 
tablish rights to inheritance, 
spousal support, or palimony. Nor 
does it affect the tax status or prop¬ 
erty ownership of either person. 

Although the registry does not 
require private companies to ex¬ 
tend health care benefits, it does 
require and guarantee hospital 
visitation. And it is likely that as 
more companies begin to offer 
domestic partnership benefits, 
registering with the state will be 
the basis from which they deter¬ 
mine who is qualified. For many, 
simply being recognized and hav¬ 
ing the legal framework to docu¬ 
ment a relationship is enough of 
a reason to register. V

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Remembering a friend 


A s a newspaper serving the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender communi¬ 
ty, we deal with HIV/AIDS issues on 
a daily basis. Many of the people we cover 
are living with the disease, and there are 
thousands of people whose lives have been 
recalled in our obituaries over the 20-plus 
years of the epidemic. So, unlike many 
Americans, we have neither grown compla¬ 
cent in the wake of medical advances made 
over the years nor have we stopped writing 
about new programs aimed at preventing 
the spread of HIV/AIDS. 

Still, when death hits close to home - as 
it did this week with the passing of longtime 
gay activist Dick Pabich - it causes grief, 
anger, and a renewed call for action. 

We are saddened by the loss of Pabich, 
who died January 1 after battling AIDS for 
20 years. During his lifetime, he changed pol¬ 
itics in San Francisco and beyond to include 
gays and lesbians, and forced straight leaders 
to fight homophobia and AlDSphobia when 
it swept the country in the early days of the 
epidemic. While Pabich did not hold elected 
office, he helped many of today’s gay and les¬ 
bian elected officials win at the ballot box. As 
a result, barriers have come down here and 
elsewhere, with more openly LGBT candi¬ 
dates running for office in every election. 

Equally important is the role Pabich 
played in the political dimension of AIDS. 
He actively worked to defeat state ballot 
measures in the early 1980s that would have 
quarantined people with AIDS and estab¬ 
lished mandatory HIV testing. 

We are impatient that after more than 
two decades, medical research still has not 
produced an effective vaccine or a cure for 
HIV, the disease that causes AIDS. 

We are also angry that some people have 
grown complacent in the years following pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, the medications that have 
been successful for many, but not for every¬ 
one. Access to the new treatments remains 


spotty or unavailable - especially for 
minorities, the poor, and people in ( 

developing countries - and we 
know the pharmaceutical compa- 
nies could do more for compas- 
sionate and expanded access. Peo- •» 
pie should be put ahead of profits. 

Reports of the increasing incidence 
of unsafe sex in the last couple of years 
alarm us, and HIV prevention 
organizations and planning 
bodies need to step up their ef¬ 
forts. But that, of course, takes 
money, and the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention has not seen a significant in¬ 
crease in HIV prevention funding. Expect¬ 
ed White House support for an ambitious 
$100 million HIV/AIDS prevention pro¬ 
gram is good news, but it has come too late 



to help the hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple who have died in this country over 
the years. 

In August 1998, when we reported 
on having no obituaries in the paper 
for the first time in more than 17 
years, one of the people we called was 
Dick Pabich, who was then Mayor 
Willie Brown’s unpaid HIV/AIDS 
policy advisor. “I have frankly 
had a concern that we are see¬ 
ing a shift in the opposite di¬ 
rection,” Pabich said then, cau¬ 
tioning against overstating the situation and 
emphasizing that there should be no lessen¬ 
ing of efforts to fight the epidemic. 

That statement is as true today as it was 
two years ago. 

We’ll miss you, Dick Pabich. ▼ 



Thoughts from a gay Democrat

I f it was Gary Bastian’s desire to open a di¬ 
alogue with his essay “Dems=bottoms, 
GOPers=tops,” he fell well short of his 
goal. In his analysis, Mr. Bastian identifies 
four areas that he says illustrate the differ¬ 
ences between gay Dems and gay Reps. 
Those areas are focus, tolerance, denial, and 
fairness. He explains focus as gay Democrats 
seeing themselves as gay voters who happen 
to be Democrats while gay Republicans see 
themselves as Republicans who happen to be 
gay. Gay Democrats, he says, lack tolerance 
because they think that gay Republicans 
should be rounded up by the politically cor¬ 
rect police and sent to the North Pole. (This 
of course is both asinine and ludicrous). Gay 
Democrats are in denial because supposed¬ 
ly they overlook the bigotry in their own 
party, and unfair because they do not judge 
Republican and Democratic administra¬ 
tions with same political yardstick. 

As an African American gay Democrat 
and therefore part of the backbone of the 
party, I’d like to respond to Mr. Bastian’s as¬ 
sertions. Actually there is only one impor¬ 
tant distinction between gay Democrats and 
gay Republicans. Gay Democrats - like 
most Democrats - care deeply for the peo¬ 
ple and the culture we are a part of. Gay Re¬ 
publicans - like most Republicans - seem 
to care only about themselves, their person¬ 
al welfare, and of course, what they identify 
as their money. Gay Democrats tend to be 
social-constructionists, believing that if we 
can just come up with the right systemic 
approach, all the problems of the world, or 
at least the nation will be solved. Thus our 
penchant for supporting ideas like Roo¬ 
sevelt’s New Deal, the theories of Marx and 
Engles, Johnson’s Great Society, and a host 
of social-welfare programs generated by a 
strong central government. 

Gay Republicans on the other hand, tend 
to believe in more individualistic ideas cen¬ 
tering on personal freedoms. They believe 
more in strong local governments and 


weaker central authority. They tend to ig¬ 
nore the existence and impact of slavery, 
state supported discrimination, or lack of 
opportunities based solely on gender or sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

In contrast to attempts at a detailed sys¬ 
temic approach to solving society’s ills, Re¬ 
publicans, gay or otherwise, believe ulti¬ 
mately in magic. 

They believe in the sustaining of the 
principles of the so-called free marketplace 
as the ultimate solution to all our econom¬ 
ic ills with an evangelical zeal. The idea of 
the supremacy of the fulfillment of the in¬ 
dividual’s needs and desires over the 
group or cultures is ultimately a Re¬ 
publican notion. Thus gay Republi¬ 
cans tend to believe in their own 
self-identified methods and goals. 

If their achievements happen to be 
at the expense of others, well that’s 
just too bad. Gay Democrats tend 
to submerge their indi¬ 
vidual ideas and goals for 
the (hopefully) better¬ 
ment of the culture. Gay 
Republicans tend to act-out as in mouthing 
protestations in their own party. Gay De¬ 
mocrats tend to ACT-UP as in Golden Gate, 
to inform as in Project Inform, and to reg¬ 
ister Motor Voter(s). 

Mr. Bastian is correct in saying that gay 
Democrats are threatened by the two-party 
system, but for the wrong reason. It is not 
free discourse we fear but the lack of it. Pro¬ 
gressives refuse to be conned by the spin¬ 
ning wheel of the two parties, which are ac¬ 
tually two faces of the same, multinational, 
business party. It is this one party which 
subsumes the needs of the masses of people 
in pursuit of individual wealth and power. 

Republicans see nothing wrong with a sys¬ 
tem that allows an individual like Mr. Bill 
Gates to accumulate wealth beyond the gross 
national product of most medium sized 
countries. Democrats see something inher¬ 
ently wrong if not obscene with a system that 
allows one individual to gain $89 billion in a 
world where hundreds of millions of children 


grow up in squalor and go to bed hungry at 
night. We believe there is something system- 
ically wrong when, in a time of so much op¬ 
ulence older people have to make the choice 
between expensive drugs and dinner and 
younger people have to make a choice be¬ 
tween paying the rent and breakfast. 

The percentage of gays working in the 
White House is less important than the 
prominence of gay and lesbian health social 
and political issues during this current De¬ 
mocratic administration. Modern gay De¬ 
mocrats are pretty much a new political 
phenomenon. Gay Republicans have been 
in powerful positions for a lot longer. They 
have usually been closeted and fearful of 
discovery. 

The so-called denial of gay 
Democrats to address ills in the 
party is nothing like the homo- 
phobic motivations of J. Edgar 
Hoover and the abomination of 
Roy Cohn. Bill Clinton’s 
failure of “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell,” and his word- 
smithing “it depends on 
what your definition of is, is” are at a differ¬ 
ent level to Ronald Reagan’s first utterances 
about AIDS when, laughing with George 
Schultz, he said they ought to send Kadafy 
to San Francisco where he could get the dis¬ 
ease. Neither did Bill’s frolicking with Mon¬ 
ica Lewinsky in the Oval Office have any¬ 
thing close to the devastating impact that 
the complete under-funding of AIDS re¬ 
search and treatment programs during the 
early years of the Reagan administration 
when it was a hope that by inaction, mil¬ 
lions of us would die. And hundreds of 
thousands of us did. 

In closing I agree with Mr. Bastian when 
he says that we gay Reps and Dems should 
work together as allies and not enemies and 
that we are fighting the same war for equal¬ 
ity. There is a place for individual power and 
responsibility but there is also a necessity to 
address the systemic ills and problems that 
lie beyond the individual’s capabilities to 
address. ▼

Congressional action needed on DADT 

Wayne Friday’s rhetorical “How about an execu¬ 
tive order lifting the ban on gays in uniform, Mr. Pres¬ 
ident?” [December 23] reflects the continuing misun¬ 
derstanding in the gay community about how we got 
stuck with “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” in the first place. 

Of course, President Clinton is powerless to issue 
the executive order Mr. Friday demands because 
DADT was legislated by the Congress. It can be over¬ 
turned or replaced only by another act of Congress. So 
the president’s call to elect more sympathetic Democ¬ 
rats (or Republicans for that matter) is not buckpass¬ 
ing, but an accurate assessment of political reality. 

President Clinton fulfilled his 1992 campaign 
pledge to issue Mr. Friday’s order almost immediate¬ 
ly upon taking office. The military and its friends in 
the Congress, the media and veterans organizations 
were horrified and promptly swung into action. Both 
the gay and lesbian community and a president naive 
to how Washington works were utterly unprepared 
for the political and public relations war that ensued, 
one which those working in gay political action 
groups are paid to anticipate and plan for. 

It quickly became apparent that this war was lost 
and that homophobes and defenders of the status quo 
had the votes in Congress not only to overturn Pres¬ 
ident Clinton’s executive order, but also and for the 
first time to cram down his throat a legislated per¬ 
manent ban on gays and lesbians serving in the mili¬ 
tary under any circumstances. The president and a 
few hardy allies in Congress then managed to negoti¬ 
ate the ill-fated and sadly unworkable DADT to sal¬ 
vage something out of the debacle. 

The president can be legitimately criticized for 
how DADT has been administered; for example, the 
obvious fact that “Don’t Tell” has been implemented 
with far greater diligence than “Don’t Ask.” He is, after 
all, the commander-in-chief. But the relentless bash¬ 
ing that seeks to make him responsible for the cre¬ 
ation or termination of DADT by ill-informed people 
like Mr. Friday is unfair. President Clinton did what 
he said he would do and then made the best of its dis¬ 
astrous aftermath. The fault, of course, lies primarily 
with the bigots and fools in Congress, the military, 
and elsewhere who just don’t get it and secondly, with 
the gay and lesbian political community that didn’t 
have a clue what kind of fight they were in for and 
were unable to deliver the political support the pres¬ 
ident needed to get a better policy.

Yaki airs response on DPs 

This is in response to a letter written by William 
Taylor of San Francisco, that appeared in your Decem¬ 
ber 17 publication. The letter was titled “Shame on air 
district directors”. Mr. Taylor specifically addressed the 
issue of medical benefits for domestic partners. 

For years, the Air District board of directors has 
supported health benefits for domestic partners of its 
employees. In 1983, the board of directors approved 
dental and vision benefits for domestic partners. 
Medical benefits have been excluded, not because the 
philosophy of the board of directors, but because of 
the policy of the California Public Employees Retire¬ 
ment System. The Air District contracts with 
CalPERS to provide medical benefits to its employees 
and their eligible dependents. With the passage of As¬ 
sembly Bill 26 (Assemblywoman Carole Migden), 
CalPERS is now required to offer medical benefits to 
domestic partners providing the local agency ap¬ 
proves this additional employment benefit. The ef¬ 
fective date of this legislation is January 1, 2000. 

Mr. Taylor has chosen to single me out as a non¬ 
supporter of domestic partner benefits in my capac¬ 
ity as a board member of the Air District. I strongly 
support domestic partner benefits for employees of 
the Air District and made that publicly known during 
our last board meeting on December 15, 1999. My 
record on domestic partners, including participating 
in all the domestic partners ceremonies in City Hall, 
cannot be questioned. 
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Regardless of my position, or the position of my 
fellow Air District board members, since labor nego¬ 
tiations are still in progress, the Air District board 
cannot unilaterally change a term and condition of 
employment without going through the proper 
process. Indeed, the board has yet to even vote on any 
of these matters. In other words, the law does not 
allow for a change in this area until the negotiating 
process is concluded. 

However, if there are other issues regarding do¬ 
mestic partners benefits that I am unaware of, my 
door is open to Mr. Taylor.

Comparing apples to bananas 

I was astonished to read Terry Beswick’s article 
[November 25] that claims uncut men are more like¬ 
ly to be HIV-positive. There are many things wrong 
with this article. 

The article relies on the paper of Daniel Halperin, 
UCSF. By his own admission in a personal e-mail to 
me, Halperin admits that only half of his paper was 
published in Lancet. He admits that there are many 
questions to be answered yet, like, are there parasites, 
fungal infections, cultural religious mores, etc. that 
play a major role in his study’s findings. This study 
should not be taken seriously in this country or Eu¬ 
rope. We are comparing apples to bananas here. 

Men should be very cautious when people suggest 
that they remove healthy tissue from their penis. A 
circumcision removes millions of nerve and blood 
cells. The foreskin also serves to fight infection. 

Halperin suggests that “tops” consider getting a 
circumcision. The foreskin is not like a condom or 
sock that can removed in a casual manner. From 30 to 
50 percent of the penis will be scarred forever. The 
suggestion that a “top” will be better off cut is dan¬ 
gerous advice. The only sure way to beat the AIDS 
virus is to avoid it. Period. 

Men should be aware that for 50 years we have 
been told that circumcision prevents penile cancer. 
Penile cancer is one of the rarest cancers in men. 
Check out the website of the American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety for the truth, or call for information. 

Doctors and hospitals have a vested interest in cir¬ 
cumcision as they make hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars a year on the procedure. The healthy tissue re¬ 
moved from a baby boy is soon shipped off to 
Organogenesis, a pharmaceutical company that pro¬ 
duces Apligraf, the brand name of a skin. One baby 
foreskin can make tens of thousands of dollars for the 
company. The mom and dad are not given informed 
consent on this matter and make not one cent off of 
the procedure. 

The removal of healthy tissue from the penis will 
not stop the spread of AIDS, and anyone who believes 
this is naive, stupid, or has a vested interest in the pro¬ 
cedure. Let us call circumcision what it really is, gen¬ 
ital mutilation and child abuse.

Circumcision study defies reason 

“Uncut men more likely to be HIV-positive,” [No¬ 
vember 25] by Terry Beswick is an article both danger¬ 
ous and deadly. To assert that men with careless sexu¬ 
al practices will be made more safe from HIV/AIDS by 
getting themselves circumcised defies reason. The vast 
majority of AIDS victims in the United States whose 
circumcisions did not protect them are undoubtedly 
turning over in their graves. How many more will suf¬ 
fer because of such absurd scientific conjecture? 

Daniel Halperin of the University of California at 
San Francisco and his colleagues not only promote 
circumcision of men in the U.S. but tout this pro-cir¬ 
cumcision bias in Africa where intact men in certain 
non-circumcising tribes are being kidnapped, beaten 
and forcibly circumcised because they are being 
blamed for the AIDS epidemic there. 

If Halperin truly emphasizes, as Beswick suggests, 
that circumcision should never be considered an al¬ 
ternative to using condoms, why are Halperin and 
colleagues not using their grant money to promote 
sex education and condom use? 

The Langerhans cells that Halperin says are pre¬ 
sent in the cervix, vagina, and rectum also are present 
in the urethra, and they play a potent role in the ini¬ 
tiation of immune responses in the skin and mucos¬ 
al surfaces. “The study of the Langerhans cells in the 
human prepuce is still in its infancy,” said Australian 
pediatrician Dr. George Williams at the Fifth Inter¬ 
national Symposium on Sexual Mutilations (Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford, August 1998). Langerhans cell net¬ 
works, he suggested, form the primary gateway for 
antigen processing in the skin and mucosal surfaces. 
Immune inactivation of these highly protective cells 
that are necessary for survival render the mammal in 
a perilous and vulnerable state. The removal of the 
prepuce, Williams said, “leads to the permanent loss 
of 673,547 cells in the outer layer and 30,968 cells in 
the inner layer, a total loss of 704,515 Langerhans 
cells.” Williams advises that “Common sense would 
dictate that the penis, following foreskin amputation, 
apart from the physical and sexual harm imposed, is 
rendered incompetent for full immune surveillance. 
The foreskin, like skin elsewhere in the body, is an im¬ 
portant immune organ.”

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Is the Reform Party 
self-destructing?

P atrick Buchanan, the life¬ 
long Republican and a 
perennial candidate for 
president, had no sooner given up 
his allegiance to the GOP and for¬ 
mally switched to the Reform 
Party in the hope of landing that 
party’s presidential nomination 
than to suddenly find a political 
party that seems doomed to self- 
destruction. While most political 
observers see Buchanan, the gay- 
hating, isolationist, Hitler-apolo¬ 
gist, former Nixon aide as the like¬ 
ly nominee of the Reform Party- 
with his politically savvy sister, 
Bay Buchanan as his main 
campaign person - 
Buchanan is quietly or¬ 
ganizing his Reform 
campaign in many key 
states but the question 
remains whether the 
nomination will be 
worth anything to 
anyone. 

A vicious 
battle for 

power has 

erupted in the “new” political 
party that was founded in 1992 by 
billionaire Ross Perot between 
backers of Perot, who reportedly 
favors Buchanan, and supporters 
of Minnesota Governor Jesse 
Ventura, who backs just about 
anyone except Buchanan. Ventu¬ 
ra, who many think will eventual¬ 
ly enter the Reform Party’s presi¬ 
dential sweepstakes himself (par¬ 
ticularly if he sees that as the only 
way to deny Buchanan the nod), 
managed to get his person, Jack 
Gargan, of Florida, into the posi¬ 
tion as the new national party 
chair. Now, Ventura is trying to 
wrestle complete control of the 
party from Perot and those still 
loyal to him. Disputes over ideo¬ 
logical direction and logistics have 
created the split, with Perot’s sup¬ 
porters generally wanting to pre¬ 
serve his vision of campaign fi¬ 
nance reform and restricted trade. 
Recently this faction incorporat¬ 
ed the Reform Leadership Coun¬ 
cil to attract like-minded Reform 
Party members into a voting bloc 
to counter Gargan and other Ven¬ 
tura supporters. 

Last week the Ventura camp 
suffered a setback when a federal 
judge refused their request to stop 
the party from holding its nation¬ 
al convention in Long Beach in 
August, just prior to the Democ¬ 
ratic Party’s nominating conven¬ 
tion in Los Angeles. Ventura and 
his supporters wanted to move 
the convention to a midwest site, 
presumably in Minnesota, Ventu¬ 
ra’s main political base. As a result 
of the legal decision, the Min¬ 
nesota state Reform Party chair, a 
Ventura supporter, now threatens 
to withdraw support from the 
eventual party nominee, particu¬ 
larly if that nominee ends up 
being Buchanan. As for Ventura, 
he has been saying all along that 
he would back the eventual nom¬ 
inee of the party against the De¬ 
mocratic and Republican nomi¬ 
nees, but last week he recanted, 
saying he can’t support Buchanan. 
“I don’t think I can support 
Buchanan; I find him very shal¬ 
low. He says he is a grassroots guy, 
but I find that fraudulent.” 

Ventura said in an interview 
that the Reform Party needs a cen¬ 
trist candidate who is socially lib¬ 
eral and fiscally conservative. He 


said that although Buchanan has 
“softened his rhetoric,” he remains 
a hardened right-wing candidate 
determined to bring his conserva¬ 
tive cadre into the party. That 
would harm the party’s attempt to 
grow into a viable, national alter¬ 
native, Ventura said. The Min¬ 
nesota governor, who calls himself 
a “fiscal conservative,” also sup¬ 
ports liberal issues like abortion 
and gay rights, and is said to be 
urging New York tycoon Donald 
Trump to enter the Reform Party 
race for president. In fact, Trump 
travels to Minnesota this week to 
attend a fundraiser for Ventura; 
Trump has promised a decision no 
later than next month on whether 
or not he will enter the 
contest against 

Buchanan. 

The big question 
now is whether or 
not, after all the Re¬ 
form Party infighting, 
the nomination will be 
worth anything. Perot, 
who reportedly 
is backing 
Buchanan, 
founded the 
party eight years ago, partially as a 
way to repay old political debts to 
then-President George Bush. 
Perot won a respectable 19 percent 
of the popular vote in 1992, but his 
vote fell significantly when he ran 
again in 1996. Some political ob¬ 
servers are saying that the growing 
battle between Ventura and his 
backers and Perot and his allies will 
likely become more interesting 
than the contest to see who even¬ 
tually becomes the party’s presi¬ 
dential nominee.

Mayor Willie Brown official¬ 
ly begins his second term as chief 
executive of San Francisco at 
noon this Saturday, January 8. 
The official inaugural celebration 
starts at 11:30 a.m. at City Hall. 
The City Charter states that the 
mayor must be sworn in at noon. 
The public is invited.

Many politicos are already 
handicapping the next mayoral 
election, since Brown can’t run 
again because of term limits. Brown 
a lame-duck mayor? Don’t bet on it; 
the guy has too much going for him 
and has too many ideas to ever be 
thought of as a lame duck. 

At political cocktail parties 
over the New Year’s holiday, the 
talk had definitely turned to who 
would eventually take over from 
Da Mayor and names like Carole 
Migden, Gavin Newsom, An¬ 
gela Alioto, Kevin Shelley, and 
Tom Ammiano were mentioned 
the most. One scenario given to 
me, by one who claims to be “in 
the know” had Ammiano running 
for Migden’s current Assembly 


seat and Shelley running for Con¬ 
gress (assuming Tom Lantos 
eventually retires), leaving 
Migden, Newsom, and Alioto 
fighting it out for the top City 
Hall job. Another scenario had 
state Senator John Burton and 
Mayor Brown exchanging jobs; 
yet another had Brown accepting 
a high position in an Al Gore ad¬ 
ministration with Burton retiring. 
One supporter of District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan was even 
insisting that Hallinan was “seri¬ 
ously thinking” about running for 
mayor when Brown steps down. 

The next mayoral race will be 
very interesting. 

Political winners: Other than 
the mayor himself, who turned 
back Supervisor Ammiano by an 
impressive 60 percent to 40 per¬ 
cent margin, the largest mayoral 
landslide in years, the other win¬ 
ners in Brown’s impressive victory 
were Jack Davis, the campaign’s 
lead consultant (the only consul¬ 
tant I can remember who has won 
three mayoral elections in a row); 
Fred Hamdun, doing the day-to- 
day campaign management; con¬ 
sultants Terris 8c Jaye; Barry 
Wyatt; Robert Barnes 8( Associ¬ 
ates; John Whitehurst; and 
polling experts Corey, Canapary 
8( Galanis. All were important 
players in the Brown victory. 

U.S. Senate Republican hope¬ 
fuls San Diego Supervisor Bill 
Horn, state Senator Ray Haynes 
(Riverside), and Orange County 
businessman J.P. Gough are 
busily beating up on GOP front¬ 
runner Representative Tom 
Campbell (Santa Clara) over his 
recently stated positions favoring 
the legalization of illegal drugs 
and taxing Internet sales. Demo¬ 
cratic Senator Dianne Feinstein 
has only to sit back and watch as 
the GOP Senate hopefuls once 
again tear up the “moderate” Re¬ 
publican in the race. 

National Republicans are won¬ 
dering why publisher Steve 
Forbes, who spent $48 million of 
his own fortune in 1996 and is 
closing in on $20 million this year 
in the bid for the GOP presiden¬ 
tial nod, is in real danger of be¬ 
coming nothing more than an in¬ 
consequential candidate as his 
campaign lags badly and he con¬ 
tinues to register in single digits in 
state after state despite his free¬ 
wheeling spending. 

Does it really surprise anyone 
that Attorney General Bill Locky- 
er’s recent report on private 
fundraisers showed that while state 
fundraisers raised some $196 mil¬ 
lion last year, they managed to keep 
over $110 million for themselves? 
In one case, the fundraiser hired by 
the California Organization of Po¬ 
lice and Sheriffs collected $1.73 
million last year, but the intended 
charity received only $38,562. 

Would George W. Bush real¬ 
ly pick Jesus Christ as a running 
mate?

Picking up on the “Christ” an¬ 
swer, a couple of other Republi¬ 
cans replied nearly the same, with 
Gary Bauer and Alan Keyes 
quickly competing for the “I-am- 
holier-than-you” prize.

Quote of the week from the 
San Jose Mercury News, editorially 
urging a “No” vote on the Knight 
initiative: “Proposition 22 is not 
about whether California should 
legalize gay marriage; it’s about 
whether Californians should in¬ 
validate legal marriages performed 
in some other state. If Prop. 22 
passes, California will join the 
herd, defending our borders 
against the licensed love of gay 
couples. It would be a vote against 
gay families; a vote for fear.” ▼ 
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have a pencil or paper. All you 
need is a little time to yourself. In 
short, there’s nothing to buy. 

Nevertheless, making resolu¬ 
tions is hard work. It demands 
honest reflection and a “change 
begins at home” mentality. I gen¬ 
erally make three each year and 
try to keep them concrete and re¬ 
alistic. 

Keeping resolutions, of course, 
is the really hard part - 
but that’s a topic for an¬ 
other day or, at least, an¬ 
other column. 

This New Year’s Eve 
presented a new set of 
problems. After all, it’s 
hard enough to make 
resolutions for a new 
year or even a new 
decade, but faced 
with making New 
Millennium Reso¬ 
lutions I found myself completely 
overwhelmed. 

It required assessing my be¬ 
havior over the course of the past 
millennium, and, as one who is 
woefully out of touch with my 
past lives, I felt so small, I saw my 
behavior as so insignificant, I felt 
myself to be such a minuscule 
drop in a drop in a drop in a drop 
of any proverbial bucket of time, 
that I simply lost all resolve. 

Then I realized that the scale of 
the new millennium dictates not 
personal resolutions, but species¬ 
wide ones! I think we should let 
the ducks and the termites and 
the camels decide for themselves 
what’s good for their species in 
the next millennium. (I do, how¬ 
ever, fear that much of the animal 
and plant kingdoms may resolve 
to eliminate our species as a way 
to improving their own lot.) 

At first, for the next millenni¬ 
um, Peace on Earth seemed to be 
a good starting point, but it’s too 
general for a resolution. That’s 
more of a goal. What is it that we 
have to do, as a species, to get 
there? Well, here’s one dyke’s plan: 

First, we should resolve to 
eliminate much of the weaponry. 
Second, we should resolve to be 
far more efficient in our use of 


natural resources, minimizing use 
of toxic and non-recyclable mate¬ 
rials. And, third, it seems to me, 
that as a species, we need to some¬ 
how control the population 
growth. 

Though I do not have the sta¬ 
tistics at my fingertips, I suspect 
that the role of dykes in the disar¬ 
mament and ecology movements 
is disproportionately high com¬ 
pared to the general 
population, at least in 
this country. And, since 
queers have been so dis¬ 
couraged from joining 
the military and witch- 
hunted out, we certainly 
are not the ones in con¬ 
trol of the weaponry on 
earth. And there’s 
no doubt that we 
are generally not 
the ones giving 
birth to unwanted children. 

So, if our species actually could 
agree to these resolutions, we 
might actually discover that our 
hope in keeping to them, our 
hope for world peace, actually de¬ 
pends upon straight people re¬ 
solving to behave more like gay 
people! 

Now that I’m on my resolution 
roll, it’s hard to stop. If I can make 
resolutions for a whole species for 
a whole millennium, what’s next? 

New Century Resolutions, I 
think, should be national, rather 
than a species-based. Though, 
perhaps, one of those resolutions 
would be to eliminate nationhood 
in the next century. For now, 
while the lines may shift, I think 
it’ll take more than a hundred 
years for borders to disappear al¬ 
together. So, for the United States, 
given that our economic model 'is ' 
one that strives for unchecked 
growth, and biologists have point¬ 
ed out that the only occurrence of 
that particular model in nature is 
cancer, I think a New Century 
Resolution has to be a rethinking 
of capitalism. And, while we’re at 
it, how about a redistribution of 
wealth?

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Who was Roy Cohn?

January 1953 (47 years ago this 
month): Attorney Roy Cohn be¬ 
gins his job as chief counsel to 
Senator Joseph McCarthy's inves¬ 
tigative subcommittee. 

R oy Cohn was the right-hand 
man of Senator Joseph Mc¬ 
Carthy, whose name recalls 
one of the most repressive eras in 
American politics. A ruthless, am¬ 
bitious, and unethical attorney, 
Cohn was also a closeted gay Jew 
who used his power against other 
Jews and other gay people. 

Born in New York City in 
1927, Cohn came by his fierce 
ambition naturally. His father was 
an assistant district attorney in 
the Bronx who entered a loveless 
marriage with a rich woman in 
order to “buy” himself a judge- 
ship. Early on, Cohn acquired his 
taste for backroom politics by lis¬ 
tening to his father’s Tammany 
Hall cronies talk shop after dinner 
at the Cohns’ apartment. 

An ace student, Cohn graduat¬ 
ed from Columbia Law School at 
20, passed the bar at 21, and be¬ 
came the youngest assistant U.S. 
attorney. The case that launched 
his career was the 1951 trial of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who 
were accused of leaking informa¬ 
tion about the atomic bomb to the 
Soviets. Cohn was one of four at¬ 
torneys who successfully prose¬ 
cuted them for treason, but it was 
he alone who convinced the judge, 
an old family friend, to impose the 
death penalty. Though the Rosen- 
bergs’ guilt has been the subject of 
much controversy in the ensuing 
decades, Cohn always maintained 
that he “never had two seconds 
doubt” about the case. 

Cohn’s work in the Rosenberg 
trial earned him a position in the 
Truman administration working 
on espionage and subversion 
cases for the Department of Jus¬ 
tice. His career soared even high¬ 
er in January 1953, when Senator 
McCarthy chose Cohn over 
Robert Kennedy as chief counsel 
to the Senate Subcommittee on 
Investigations. For the next 18 
months, Cohn’s vicious and sin¬ 
gle-minded ferreting out of sus¬ 
pected Communists and homo¬ 
sexuals in the government’s em¬ 


ploy made his name a household 
word. 

Cohn brought to the commit¬ 
tee his good friend, G. David 
Schine, a wealthy young man 
whose family owned a chain of 
hotels. Schine’s only qualification 
for his unpaid position as 
“consultant” seems to have 
been that he admired 
Cohn and McCarthy and 
had written an eight-page 
booklet called “Definition 
of Communism,” which he 
placed in all the rooms of 
his family’s hotels. 

Cohn lived by a 
strict code of loyalty 
to his friends. When 
Schine was drafted and came 
close to being sent to Korea, Cohn 
relentlessly attempted to get his 
friend an official assignment on 
the committee. Unable to pull the 
necessary strings, Cohn resorted 
to intimidating the Secretary of 
the Army, Robert Stevens. 
Charges and countercharges of 
bribery flew. The Army accused 
Cohn of threatening to investigate 
their ranks unless Private Schine 
got a cushy assignment. Cohn 
maintained that the Army was 
holding Schine “hostage” until 
Cohn agreed to ignore the Army’s 
infiltration by Communists. The 
televised Army-McCarthy hear¬ 
ings, initiated by the Senate to ex¬ 
plore the allegations, began in 
April 1954 and were viewed by an 
estimated 20 million people. 

Cohn’s unwavering devotion 
to Schine (as well as their fact¬ 
finding trip to Europe together in 
1953, compliments of taxpayers) 
suggested that they were lovers, 
though Cohn was probably just 
infatuated with the handsome 
Schine. During the hearings, sev¬ 
eral members of the Senate bait¬ 
ed Cohn, pressuring him about 
his “special interest” in Schine. 

At one low point, Joseph 
Welch, the Army’s attorney, de¬ 
manded to know the origins of a 
doctored photo of Secretary 
Stevens smiling at Schine: 

Welch: Did you think this 
[photo] came from a pixie?... 

McCarthy: Will the counsel for 
my benefit define - I think he 
might be an expert on that - what 
a pixie is? 

Welch: Yes, I should say, Sena¬ 
tor, that a pixie is a close relative 



of a fairy. Shall I proceed, sir? 
Have I enlightened you? 

The room erupted in laughter, 
to Cohn’s humiliation. Cohn’s bi¬ 
ographer calls the photo Mc¬ 
Carthy and Cohn’s “smoking 
gun,” the proof of their mendaci¬ 
ty. By December 1954, Cohn 
had resigned and McCarthy 
was censured by the Senate. 
The senator died two years 
later of alcoholism. 
Throughout his life, 
Cohn called McCarthy 
the greatest man I ever 
worked for.” 

Over the next 30 
years, Cohn built a 
high-powered law ca¬ 
reer in New York, with clients like 
John Gotti, Donald Trump, and 
Bianca Jagger. His successful tech¬ 
nique was to bully his opposition. 
“I bring out the worst in my ene¬ 
mies,” Cohn boasted, “and that’s 
how I defeat them.” 

Between 1963 and 1971, Cohn 
himself was indicted three times 
for crimes such as perjury and 
witness tampering, but he was ac¬ 
quitted in each case. During the 
1980s, however, further allega¬ 
tions of unethical conduct finally 
led to Cohn’s disbarment just 
weeks before he died of AIDS on 
August 2,1986. 

Though he himself had been

At one time, he fostered the 
belief that he was involved with 
his friend Barbara Walters. One of 
Cohn’s final campaigns was lob¬ 
bying against New York City’s gay 
rights ordinance. He denounced 
the politicians who supported the 
bill as “defending the fags.” 

Cohn also vehemently denied 
having AIDS, claiming to have 
liver cancer instead. His obituar¬ 
ies outed him as a person with

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AIDS Action, NAPWA 
exec, directors move on

D aniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action 
Council, and A. Cornelius 
Baker, his counterpart at the Na¬ 
tional Association of People With 
AIDS, are departing their present 
positions on short notice. Both 
men inherited agencies that were 
in some degree of instability and 
leave them in much sounder po¬ 
sitions to, in effect, “return home.” 

Zingale, 39, moves back to Cal¬ 
ifornia to head up the Depart¬ 
ment of Managed Care as the 
highest ranking openly gay man 
in the administration of Governor 
Gray Davis. The new agency, 
which formally begins operations 
in the summer, merges existing 
and new programs into a single 
regulatory body for the $15 bil¬ 
lion industry. 

This is the second time for Zin¬ 
gale and Davis to team up. A 
decade ago the younger man 
worked three years as chief of staff 
for Davis, then the state’s controller. 
The new position should entail less 
travel and allow Zingale to spend 
more time with his partner Chuck 
Supple and energetic adopted son 
who will soon be starting school. 

While at AIDS Action, he 
smoothed over conflicts between 
members and brought others 
back into the fold. Virtually all 
AIDS services organizations now 
belong to the group. 

Baker to Whitman-Walker 

Baker, 38, will become execu¬ 
tive director of the Whitman- 
Walker Clinic in Washington, 
D.C., one of the largest ASOs in 
the country. He takes over an 
agency in unaccustomed turmoil. 

Jim Graham, clinic director for 
nearly two decades, resigned after 
being elected to the Washington 


D.C. City Council in November 
1998. A national search ended last 
summer with the selection of El¬ 
liot Johnson, 55, who headed up 
outpatient AIDS services for the 
city of Los Angeles. 

But Johnson’s administrative 
style alienated clinic staff from the 
start. Most of the senior adminis¬ 
trators departed with noisy criti¬ 
cism during his four-month 
tenure. The final straw was his re¬ 
fusal to move aggressively in 
fundraising, an area where he had 
little experience. The clinic board 
and Johnson finalized their sepa¬ 
ration on December 15. 

Baker’s strengths are precisely 
where Johnson was deficient. He 
has lived all his adult life in the 
district and has served on the 
board, of directors of Whitman- 
Walker and as its president. He is 
a virtual adopted son of City 
Councilmember Carole Schwartz, 
having worked on her staff in the 
1980s. Baker has superb ties to 
both government and private sec¬ 
tor sources of revenue that are the 
primary sources of clinic funding. 

During his three years as exec¬ 


utive director of NAPWA, Baker 
brought the organization back 
from the brink of insolvency and 
strengthened its professional staff. 
As an African American and 
someone who is HIV-positive, he 
has been articulate and moving in 
expressing the concerns of those 
living with HIV. 

AIDS Action will conduct a 
search for an executive director; 
deputy Claudia French will lead 
the group in the interim. At 
NAPWA, policy director Terje An¬ 
derson may have the inside track 
to step up. He oversaw AIDS ac¬ 
tivities for the state of Vermont 
before moving to an ASO in Col¬ 
orado and then to NAPWA. He 
was appointed by Bill Clinton to 
sit on the Presidential Advisory 
Council for HIV/AIDS. T

D on’t let a cranky, God-fear¬ 
ing, fake shrink ruin civil 
rights for all of us; take ac¬ 
tion.

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts 
in men who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease.

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should l take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should NOT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women 
or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA

What are the possible side effects of PROPECIA? 

Like all prescription products, PROPECIA may cause side effects. In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, itching, hives and swelling 
of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed. 

Do not give your PROPECIA tablets to anyone else. It has been prescribed only for you. 

Keep PROPECIA and all medications out of the reach of children.

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San Antonio gay center issues travel 
warning after learning of arrests

C iting an admission by the 
city of San Antonio to ar¬ 
resting more than 500 men 
for indecent exposure and related 
offenses in city parks, the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Center of 
San Antonio has issued a travel 
warning for gay men planning to 
come to the Texas city where 
tourism is a major industry. 

The center is also accusing the 
city of entrapment and of arrest¬ 
ing men simply for being gay. 

City of San Antonio Parks and 
Recreation Department officials 
met with community center rep¬ 
resentatives in early November 
and admitted that they send city 
park rangers wearing plain clothes 
to more than 20 of the city’s parks 
specifically to make arrests based 
on indecent exposure and related 
offenses. 

“I had the distinct feeling that 
[the community center] thought 
we were doing this as a moral 
issue,” said Don Smudy, the city’s 
assistant parks director. Smudy 
was acting director of the parks 
department when the covert oper¬ 
ation was initiated in August 1997. 

“This is not a moral issue,” 
Smudy said. “Everyone is welcome 
in our parks, but anyone that 
breaks the law will be punished.” 

The Gay and Lesbian Commu¬ 
nity Center issued the strongly 
worded travel warning after at¬ 
tempts to negotiate with the parks 
department failed, according to 
Michael McGowan, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of the center. 

“Gay men living in and around 
San Antonio, Texas and those 
contemplating travel to that loca¬ 
tion are warned that the City of 
San Antonio operates a covert op¬ 
eration that targets gay men,” said 
the six-paragraph warning, issued 
primarily to media outlets outside 
San Antonio. 


The warning, patterned after 
U.S. State Department notices 
about dangerous conditions U.S. 
citizens could encounter in other 
countries, accuses park rangers of 
incitement to commit illegal acts, 
entrapments, false arrest, and fal¬ 
sification of arrest reports. 

McGowan said the communi¬ 
ty center has a contract to utilize 
workers who have been sentenced 
to community service by the 
courts. The center has potential 
workers fill out a questionnaire 
that, among other things, asks 
about treatment by law enforce¬ 
ment officers. Through that ques¬ 
tionnaire, the center learned of a 
large number of people arrested 
for indecent exposure and related 
assault charges. 

That prompted a meeting with 
city officials in which they admit¬ 
ted the undercover operation. 
Parks director Malcolm Matthews 
as well as Smudy and others from 
the department attended the 
meeting along with a city attorney 
and a representative for the mayor. 

McGowan said he was shocked 
to learn of 500 arrests in a two- 
year period. 

“It’s like a weapon of homo¬ 
phobia they’re wielding here in 
San Antonio,” he said. “We’re real¬ 
ly pissed about this. We’re angry.” 

McGowan said he wanted to 
negotiate with the city to bring an 
end to the operation. 

“We were attempting to nego¬ 
tiate with them,” he said. “But two 
things happened that made it ap¬ 
pear they were not going to nego¬ 
tiate.” 

McGowan sent a letter with a 
number of suggestions for other 
ways to clean up parks and decrease 
indecent exposure to parks director 
Matthews, but he said the response 
he received focused on the tone of 
his letter rather than any attempt to 
end the undercover operation. 

Separately, McGowan submit¬ 
ted a Freedom of Information Act 


Still a month to register to 
vote against Knight initiative

O n March 7, Californians will 
be voting on the Knight ini¬ 
tiative, Proposition 22 on 
the ballot. The initiative, which 
will define marriage as a union be¬ 
tween one man and one woman, 
will also jeopardize current do¬ 
mestic partnership benefits and 
other lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender civil rights. As it 
stands, most people are unaware 
of the far-reaching consequences 
of the Knight initiative, with 51 
percent in favor of it, 40 percent 
opposed, and 9 percent undecid¬ 
ed. There’s two months left to con¬ 
vince all the people you know - 
pro-marriage or not - to defeat 
this harmful measure. But first 
they have to be registered to vote. 

The deadline for voter regis¬ 
tration is Monday, February 7. 
That’s one measly month away. 
Here’s how to round up the 
troops on paper in time to keep 
the basic rights we already enjoy: 

• For registration forms, con¬ 
tact your county registrar of the 
elections department, listed in the 
government section of the phone 
book. San Francisco’s number is 
(415) 554-4398. Or call the secre¬ 


tary of state’s office at (800) 345- 
VOTE. Or visit the Internet at 
www.ss.ca.gov and scroll down to 
the words, “Register to Vote.” 

• Fill the form out, sign it, and 
send it in. You can return it to your 
county registrar or mail it to the 
Secretary of State at 1500 11th 
Street, Sacramento, CA 95814. In 
San Francisco, you may drop off 
your form in person at the Depart¬ 
ment of Elections, in the basement 
of City Hall, room 48. Remember, 
all offices must receive the regis¬ 
tration form by February 7. 

• On March 7, remind every¬ 
one to vote. You may vote by mail 
by requesting an absentee ballot 
from the registrar and sending it 
in before March 7. 

With the poll numbers being 
as close as they are, not a single 
one of us or our fair-minded 
friends can afford not to vote on 
March 7. Use these two months to 
explain to the 51 percent why the 
passage of the Knight initiative 
will mean much more to us than 
not being able to say, “I do.” ▼

request to the city in an attempt 
to acquire records related to the 
operation that could prove some 
of the center’s allegations. A city 
attorney initially said the city 
would seek counsel from the at¬ 
torney general before releasing 
the documents, but later changed 
her mind and said the request 
would be considered in-house. By 
that time, however, the travel 
warning had already been issued. 

The parks department admits 
that it operates an ongoing covert 
operation that has resulted in over 
500 arrests, but denies the other 
charges. 

“I’d say it’s an accurate num¬ 
ber,” Smudy said. “There was a 
tremendous community outcry to 
stop indecent exposure in parks.” 

Smudy said a local television 
station ran a report entitled “Per¬ 
verts in the Park” that got the 
community interested in stopping 
the problem. 

“In order to deal with this 
issue, we felt we needed to deal 
with this in a plainclothes type of 
operation. That’s where the term 
‘covert’ comes in,” he said. 

“A park ranger will go out and 
pose as a park user. They do not 
make contact. They are forbidden 
from making contact. If someone 
approaches them and makes con¬ 
versation they will make conver¬ 
sation,” Smudy said. 

That is often followed by an in¬ 
decent exposure. Most are arrested 
rather than ticketed, however, be¬ 


cause an assault involving grab¬ 
bing is also involved, Smudy said. 

When asked why the rangers 
do not issues a citation for the in¬ 
decent exposure before the assault 
can occur, he said, “Normally they 
try to.” 

If the person being arrested is 
an elected official or an employee 
of the city, county or a school dis¬ 
trict, the department also engages 
in “information sharing,” Smudy 
said. The person’s employer and 
the media are informed of the ar¬ 
rest. Smudy said that private em¬ 
ployers are not usually notified, 
but did not rule it out as a possi¬ 
bility in some cases. 

In San Antonio, city park 
rangers are charged with handing 
what Smudy calls “the smaller 
things” that occur in parks in 
order to free up police officers for 
more serious offenses. The 
rangers are certified peace officers. 
They patrol the city’s 160 parks 
and its well-known river walk, 
Paseo del Rio. 

The rangers involved in the 
covert operation have all the train¬ 
ing of other park rangers as well as 
training from the San Antonio Po¬ 
lice Department vice squad and 
other specialized training. 

Richard Bonn, chief of the 
city’s park rangers, said five of his 
101 rangers are involved in the 
operation. He also said undercov¬ 
er rangers always operate in pairs. 

Although he said he has a $4 
million budget, he would not say 


how much money has been spent 
on the operation. 

The covert operation targeting 
indecent exposure is concentrat¬ 
ed in 20 to 25 of the city’s parks 
and does not include the river 
walk. Bonn said uniformed offi¬ 
cers are on constant patrol along 
the river and serve as a deterrent. 

Uniformed officers sometimes 
only patrol other city parks one to 
three times per day, he said. 

Bonn said no women have 
been arrested for indecent expo¬ 
sure since the operation began. 

“We’ve had some that were 
dressed like women, but none of 
them I know of were actually 
women,” he said. 

When asked if some of the 
men arrested were straight, he 
said he did not know the sexual 
orientation of everyone arrested. 
Bonn said the five undercover 
rangers are all male, however. 

Smudy said that many parks 
have warning signs near areas 
where indecent exposure incidents 
have occurred cautioning users that 
parks are patrolled by both uni¬ 
formed and plainclothes rangers. 
He said the media has also helped 
spread warnings to park users. 

Smudy could not explain the 
high number of arrests in light the 
warnings, however. 

“We have made this public 
knowledge to the ‘nth’ degree,” he 
said. “We almost completely blew 
the covert shadow of this opera¬ 
tion.” T

PM PA compassionate 
use program at Gilead 
lacks compassion

9M i he Foster City biotech Gilead 
I Pharmaceuticals is having 
13 some problems getting its 
new compassionate use program 
for PM PA off the ground. Coming 
into the Christmas break only two 
patients were know to have 
received the drug from 
the company. Gilead 
has promised to sup- ( 
ply PMPA (Tenofivir) 
to at least 200 late-stage 
AIDS patients in the com¬ 
ing months. The criteria for 
patients to enter the 
nationwide study are 
very strict, but closely 
match the original 
criteria for the ongo¬ 
ing Abbott ABT378 study. For 
whatever reason, the promising 
AIDS drug for late-stage patients 
has been slow in coming and caus¬ 
ing frustration all around. And 
company delays in approving doc¬ 
tors as sites and processing lab 
work has caused many patients to 
delay starting new treatments, or 
worse yet to forego any new ther¬ 
apy at all. 

The Tenofivir program is being 
called compassionate use, but the 
problem is that it has all the ear¬ 
marks of a closedcontrolled clin¬ 


ical trial. Frank Osborne, a med¬ 
ical assistant at a local AIDS prac¬ 
tice was one of the first clinical 
personnel to enroll a patient in 
the PMPA program. Osborne 
spent countless hours on the 
phone and filling out forms in 
order to qualify as a site to then 
distribute the drug. After nearly 
two months of constant delays 
and problems, Gilead’s con¬ 
tracted study coordinator 
approved the site and 
Osborne began trying 
to enroll his first pa¬ 
tient. It took nearly six 
additional weeks for 
that patient to receive 
the drug. 

“The program is 
too cumbersome and 
I don’t imagine most 
AIDS doctors will 
have the time to go through what 
we did,” said Osborne. 

The company is requiring that 
patient screening blood samples 
be express mailed to Georgia in 
dry ice containers with proper 
toxic cargo labeling and docu¬ 
mentation. “If the package is not 
properly labeled and document¬ 
ed, FedEx pulls it off the plane. 
The blood then thaws and must 
be redrawn. We had to start over 
from scratch a few times,” said 
Osborne. The company has re¬ 
fused to allow patients to use their 


own usual labs. According to Ian 
McGowan, Gilead’s director of 
Tenofivir compassionate use, 
Gilead needed to get consistent 
data from the study. Using only 
one central lab might help win 
Tenofivir’s approval some day. 

Dave Gilden, a New York-based 
AIDS activist and writer, thinks 
that Gilead has become extra cau¬ 
tious about how and where it col¬ 
lects data following the October 
disaster in Washington, D.C. 
where the company’s lead AIDS 
drug, Adefovir, was denied Food 
and Drug Administration Adviso¬ 
ry Committee approval. 

“It’s outrageous. It’s definitely 
callous, I have no idea if it is re¬ 
venge, I kind of doubt that. They 
have been overly cautious because 
they have been so sloppy in the 
past,” said Gilden. 

Though the PMPA program 
was designed before the Adefovir 
failure, the company had come 
under extreme criticism from the 
AIDS activist community for pre¬ 
senting poor data and ill-con¬ 
strued conclusions about Ade¬ 
fovir. “They are more like lawyers 
than scientists,” Gilden said. Other 
activists, who wish to remain 
anonymous, wonder if the PMPA 
program delays were not also in¬ 
spired by company vindictiveness 
over losing activist support for the 
problem-laden Adefovir. ▼

Within the week, police Chief 
Richard Word also promised to 
meet the following demands: to 
open a direct dialogue between 
police and the LGBT community, 
to appoint a liaison officer to the 
LGBT community, and to imple¬ 
ment sensitivity training. It did 
not take long for signs of progress 
to happen, according to Stephan 
Thorne, a transgender police 
sergeant in San Francisco and 
board member of FTM Interna¬ 
tional. 

“I think that these are some 
very good signs,” Thorne told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I am hopeful 
that the changes will lead to some 
better understanding within the 
department and more accessibili¬ 
ty to the police department for the 
community.” 

Thorne and others helped to 
put the list of demands together 
as part of an action plan to follow 
through on the Creating Change 
events. The rest, as they say, is po¬ 
lice history. 

Starting off the queer-friendly 
revolution, Officer Mary Gut- 
tormson, a lesbian, has been ap¬ 
pointed as the LGBT liaison, a po¬ 
sition that will involve regular 
meetings with community mem¬ 
bers to get input and address con¬ 
cerns. 

Additionally, when queer lead¬ 
ers asked the Oakland police to 
address why there was not a single 
“out” officer on the force, six les¬ 
bians immediately came out to 
the public and joined in the dis¬ 
cussion. The department has also 
begun to investigate potential hate 
crimes that may have been previ¬ 
ously overlooked by officers, and 
Word has agreed to attend meet¬ 


ings of the gay officers’ association 
and actively recruit more officers 
from the LGBT community. 

“It’s all going very well,” Pete 
King, president of East Bay Pride, 
told the B.A.R. 

King, Thorne, and activist 
Roosevelt Mosby, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Sexual Minority Al¬ 
liance of Alameda County, per¬ 
sonally met with Word last 
month. 

“The chief has been complete¬ 
ly supportive of looking at ways to 
improve the department,” said 
King. “He took a lot of notes dur¬ 
ing our meeting, and plans to look 
into gender issues such as how to 
address a transgender person or 
person in drag, what the laws are 
affecting frisking and identifica¬ 
tion for transgenders, and where 
they are placed when put into 
jails. The department has been 
very professional in nature, and I 
have a sense that it’s a new area for 
them to be dealing with.” 

Word himself is new to the top 
cop job in Oakland, as Mayor 
Jerry Brown appointed him chief 
last July. 

Word said he was indeed sur¬ 
prised to learn of the problems 
within the department, but un¬ 
derstands the need to address 
them. 

“I met with Pete, Stephan, and 
Roosevelt, and they’re going to 
help us review our curriculum,” 
Word told the B.A.R. “Our cur¬ 
riculum needs some improve¬ 
ment. We haven’t looked at it in 
some time. So there are going to 
be some changes in how we in¬ 
struct our new officers and 
changes with in-house training, 
for our veteran officers.” 

The Oakland Police Depart¬ 
ment has passed its first test, in 
taking the LGBT concerns seri¬ 
ously, according to King. The next 


test, he said, would come in the 
months to follow. 

“How the department re¬ 
sponds next time we have a gay 
bashing will be a litmus test,” said 
King. “I’m also looking forward to 
them getting involved with the 
gay officers’ association and set¬ 
ting up a recruiting booth at our 
next East Bay Pride event.” 

Word is confident he can fol¬ 
low through. 

“The most important thing is 
to be open, and to meet periodi¬ 
cally,” said Word. “I want to make 
sure people from all walks of life 
can join, move ahead, and be re¬ 
spected in this organization.” T

erful organizer for whatever cause 
he took on.” 

“At the time of Harvey’s death, 
we would all have been happy to 
see him as the next supervisor, but 
he was just too young,” added 
Britt. 

In the late 1970s, Pabich was a 
co-founder of the powerful San 
Francisco Gay Democratic Club, 
which was renamed after Milk fol¬ 
lowing the assassinations. He also 
played a key role in defeating the 
Briggs initiative, which would 
have banned gays and lesbians 
from teaching in California, and 
in the early 1980s helped defeat 
statewide initiatives to quarantine 
people with AIDS, and to estab¬ 
lish mandatory HIV testing. 

“Each one of these tests really 
sharpened the skills of gay and 
lesbian individuals, including 
Dick Pabich, to the point where a 
gay campaign strategist and gay 
and lesbian elected officials be¬ 
came routine,” said Rivaldo. 

In recent years, despite his offi¬ 
cial retirement in 1994, Pabich 
served as Mayor Willie Brown’s 
unpaid advisor on AIDS, and or¬ 
ganized the mayor’s HIV/AIDS 


summit in 1998. Brown ordered 
city flags - including the rainbow 
flag at Market and Castro streets 
- be flown at half-staff this week 
in Pabich’s memory. 

Migden credited Pabich for 
being the inspiration for her suc¬ 
cessful three-year campaign for 
the HIV/AIDS back-to-work bill 
(AB155) that permits people with 
AIDS to return to work without 
losing their disability benefits. 

“He lobbied me and requested 
legislation be created for people 
such as himself,” said Migden. “It 
began a three-year crusade.” The 
bill was signed by the governor 
last fall. 

“He felt very buoyed by that 
fact,” said Migden, noting that 
similar legislation is now being 
considered on a federal level. 

AB155 took effect on the day 
of Pabich’s death. 

Perhaps carrying out a last 
piece of unfinished business from 
the Harvey Milk era, Pabich also 
played a key role in raising funds 
for the city’s new Gay, Lesbian, Bi¬ 
sexual, and Transgender Commu¬ 
nity Center, which broke ground 
last October on Market Street. 
Twenty-one years ago, the Board 
of Supervisors was scheduled to 
take a controversial vote on fund¬ 
ing for another gay and lesbian

George Coates 
stages Ip Your Ass'

U p Your Ass is a play with a lot of 
baggage. 

The title alone has a rude in¬ 
tensity that caused the daily pa¬ 
pers here to balk at printing it in full, 
and can even inhibit word of mouth 
from spreading in polite company. 

The subject matter is no less cir¬ 
cumspect, possessing the potential to 
deeply offend, even 34 years after the 
play was written. 

And most troubling for some, Up 
Your Ass was written by Valerie 
Solanas, the woman who shot Andy 
Warhol. “If we enjoy this play,” they 
seem to wonder, “does that mean 
we’re for shooting Andy Warhol?” 

“This is a nervous time for us,” 
said George Coates, who is directing 
the world premiere of the long-lost 
play. “It’s risky for us to do this.” 

That’s a surprising admission from 
the visionary director who has spent 
the past 23 years pushing the theatri¬ 
cal envelope with such productions as 
Right Mind, 20/20 Blake, and Wittgen¬ 
stein on Mars. 

Actually, on a recent afternoon in 
the Civic Center cathedral-turned 
theater that bears Coates’ name, the 
director was feeling more confident 
that the vaulted ceiling wasn’t going 
to cave in. The play had been in pre¬ 
views for several weeks in anticipation 
of the Jan. 12 opening, and audience 
reaction has been good. In fact, 
Coates said, “They’re having a blast.” 

The key, he said, to making the 
material not only palatable but also 
enjoyable has been to find the humor 
in Solanas’ slash-and-burn style. “The 
humor is like Lenny Bruce’s — funny, 
foul-mouthed, and over the top,”

years later): “Alcohol overcame my 
initial revulsion. A kiss from me, I 
fantasized, would transform this 
toad into a prince, or at least a 
Rubens Bacchus.

Cooper was Richardson’s su¬ 
persized meal ticket, but his out¬ 
rageously egocentric outlook and 
his snobbish buffoonery are fully 
exposed in his protege’s memoir.

When called, he 
would jump up and beg —- not 
for a bone, but for an illustrated 
book or a drawing of himself.” 
Woof woof, that’s pretty good for 
a stupid human pet trick.

Angst a go-go 

Paul Thomas Anderson's ' Magnolia'

P aul Thomas Anderson, 
writer/director of Boogie 
Nights, is back. This time 
around, there are no prosthetic 
penises, but that’s just about the 
only thing missing from Magno¬ 
lia, a three-hour opus in which 
the director once again returns to 
his home turf: the San Fernando 
Valley. Magnolia is a big, sprawl¬ 
ing, operatic train wreck of a 
movie that careens across the 
screen like a locomotive surging 


downhill without brakes. 

It’s almost impossible to sum¬ 
marize the plot of Magnolia, but 
the action takes place in contem¬ 
porary Los Angeles within the 
same 24-hour period. Structurally 
speaking, the film bears a strong 
resemblance to Robert Altman’s 
Short Cuts (1993), where the sto¬ 
ries of a large and disparate cast of 
characters simultaneously unfold. 
In Altman’s Los Angeles film, his 
stories were brought together at 
the end by an earthquake, but An¬ 
derson selects a much more origi¬ 
nal deus ex machina to wrap things

emotional truth that redeem the 
rest, particularly in the encounters 
between lovesick Manny and his 
objet d y amour, who overwhelms 
him with mixed signals. 

More homo inflections can be 
found in the exhilarating “art mu¬ 
sical” Existo. The title character is 
a hyper idiot-savant who looks 
like a demented janitor with 
greasy hair and a worn-out suit. 
In this bizarre postapocalyptic 
world, the religious right has 
taken over, but a pack of revolu¬ 
tionaries — artists and queens, 
mostly, it seems — led by Existo 
stages “illegal” performance pieces 
and “drive-by art events.” Song ti¬ 
tles include such ditties as “Hegel’s 
Navel,” “I’m a White Bread Poo¬ 
dle,” and the hummable “Fuckin’ 
A,” which features Existo bounc¬ 
ing up and down on a big beach 
ball screaming the title phrase to 
an audience of sophisticates. 

Existo is the multitalented (and 
quite mad-looking) Bruce Arn- 
ston, who also wrote the music. 
There’s lots of rude imagery, dil- 
dos every few minutes, and plenty 
of drag, and the filmmakers ulti¬ 
mately opt for chaotic fun over 
political statement. Don’t miss the 
opening, where a fat queen who 
looks like Jonathan Winters in 
drag serenades us with the unfor¬ 
gettably vulgar “Just Do Me.” 

Doc abroad 

A standout in the doc category 
is Reed Paget’s American Passport. 
In the early ’80s, Paget took a few 
bucks and a camera to travel the 
world, intending to photograph 
the seven wonders of the world. 
Curiously, he ended up at several 
of the world’s trouble spots, at key 
historical moments: Tiananmen 
Square, the Berlin Wall, Reagan’s 
Contra War in El Salvador, and 
Nicaragua. Paget’s brand of “hide- 
and-seek journalism” — hiding 
from Chinese soldiers at Tianan¬ 
men, for example — produced 
some startling, fresh images that 
no normal production crew could 
have obtained. He casually points 
out the sickening arrogance and 
immorality of American foreign 
policy, saying of the Contras: 
“They’d taken a break from run¬ 
ning drugs to campaign for Vio¬ 


letta Chamorra.” Paget doesn’t ex¬ 
clude himself from this indict¬ 
ment, but redeems himself with 
this superb political travelogue. 

Another timely film worth 
catching is the feature Pups, di¬ 
rected by Ash (yes, one word). 
The title describes the two main 
characters, 13-year-old Stevie 
(Cameron von Hoy) and his girl¬ 
friend Rocky (Mischa Barton), 
who discover a gun in a parent’s 
bedroom and proceed to rob a 
bank and take hostages. This Dog 
Day Afternoon with pre-adoles¬ 
cents is surprisingly intense once 
the viewer gets past the conceit of 
a 13-year-old boy carrying on like 
a mini-Robert De Niro. Cameron 
von Hoy’s acting excesses eventu¬ 
ally work in his favor as he storms 
through the bank, terrorizes his 
hostages,-gives MTV an interview 
(complete with VJ Kurt Loder in 
a droll performance), and tries to 
navigate a situation that careens 
out of his control. Mischa Barton 
is a superb foil for him, as natural 
and relaxed as he is crazed. Burt 
Reynolds registers nicely as a sher¬ 
iff with the sorry task of having to 
reason with the little psycho. 

The best film in the fest — and 
a must-see for all — is Gordon 
Ericksen’s mind-fuck The Love 
Machine. In this cinematic hybrid, 
one-woman morality brigade 
Becca Campbell locates five “re¬ 
spectable” people, including an 
NYU professor and a grants ad¬ 
ministrator, who have secret sex 
websites. She systematically — 
and sadistically, it seems — ex¬ 
poses them in a series of blackly 
comic but harrowing sequences. 
Campbell’s obsession with expos¬ 
ing infidelities, closeted homosex¬ 
uality, and all the secrets that keep 
relationships and people limping 
along leaves a trail of broken af¬ 
fairs, lost jobs, and trashed psy¬ 
ches. The film uses classic docu¬ 
mentary techniques, purposely 
mismatched footage, and all man¬ 
ner of trickery to confuse us. Is 
The Love Machine fiction, docu¬ 
mentary, or mockumentary? 

Even when the final credits 
roll, you won’t be quite sure. ▼

up (one no critic should reveal be¬ 
cause it would spoil the fun). 

A wealthy veteran television 
producer (Jason Robards in a 
bravura performance) lies dying, 
attended by a compassionate 
nurse (Philip Seymour Hoffman). 
The producer’s trophy wife (Juli¬ 
enne Moore) is strung out on 
drugs, suicidal over her poor treat¬ 
ment of the dying man she mar¬ 
ried for his money. The producer’s 
estranged son (Tom Cruise) is a 
hyper-masculine self-help cult 
guru who encourages his male fol¬ 
lowers to reclaim their cocks and 
“conquer the cunt.” Meanwhile, a 
terminally ill quiz show host 
(Philip Baker Hall) tries to recon¬ 
nect with his estranged, co¬ 
caine-addicted daughter (Melora 
Walters) while one of the adoles¬ 
cent contestants (Jeremy Black¬ 
man) on the impossibly difficult 
television show has an on-camera 
meltdown. Watching this unfold 
on the TV set at the end of a bar, a 
former quiz kid (William H. 
Macy) tries to deal with the mess 
his life has become since his own 
early brush with fame. 

Writer/director Anderson ac¬ 
tually manages to tell all these sto¬ 
ries in a dramatically effective way 
and maintain your attention for 
three hours. This is no small ac¬ 
complishment. With strong per¬ 
formances from his ensemble 
cast, Anderson unfolds a complex 
panoply of human emotions in 
which almost every character is 
operating in crisis mode. Ander-

son effectively illuminates the 
human condition in the way Mar¬ 
tin Scorcese intended with this 
past year’s Bringing Out the Dead. 
But where Scorcese failed, Ander¬ 
son succeeds.

Naxos of America is going 
to make the new year bright 
for everyone who got gift certifi¬ 
cates for the holidays. They have 
always been an enterprising out¬ 
fit, cranking new releases faster 
and cheaper than anyone else, and

upgrading their sonics, repertoire 
and artistic standards. 

A major event in recorded his¬ 
tory has been unfolding since Fall 
1998, with Naxos’ launch of the 
American Classics Series. Eventu¬ 
ally, there will be more than 200 
titles in the catalogue, and the 
range of composers is broad. Fa¬ 
mous names are included — 
Copland, Samuel Barber, Charles 
Ives — but there will also be un¬ 
familiar music from unexpected 
names, like stage and symphony 
works by John Philip Sousa, and 
many overlooked composers of 
the last century will finally get a 
showcase for their oftentimes ex¬ 
traordinary works.

Two of the earliest releases in 
the American Classics series are 
also the best. Kind of wacky, in a 
way, that both feature orchestras 
of the former Soviet Union, but it 
is pointless to complain that 
homegrown musicians weren’t 
engaged, when they probably 
would have been too expensive 
and the project never would have 
taken off. 
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George Templeton Strong was 
an American living in Switzerland 
who was greatly influenced by the 
sophisticated climate of that inter¬ 
national crossroads. His epic Sym¬ 
phony No. 2 is entitled Sintram, 
after Fouque’s gruesome romance 
and a famous print by Albrecht 
Durer,“The Knight, Death and the 
Devil.” Strong is clearly under the 
thrall of Wagner and even the Paul 
Dukas of The Sorcerer’s Apprentice, 
but the influences are subtly 
blended, and the storybook at¬ 
mosphere is compelling. There is 
a natural flow to the narrative, and 
the musical structure brings the 
listener in seductively. 

On the same disc is also a brief 
Chorale on a Theme of Leo Has- 
sler, notable for its serene mood. 
Swiss-born conductor Adriano 
gets good performances from his 
musicians, and the studio sound 
is rich. The recording marks the 
beginning of a series devoted to 
the complete orchestral works of 
George Templeton Strong that 
will be part of the large American 
series. A fine and tantalizing 
launching. 

Walter Piston is certainly bet¬ 
ter known than some American 
writers, but once again, he is pret¬ 
ty well-ignored. So if the Gram- 
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WALTER PISTON 
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mys meant much in the classical 
field, the highest accolade should 
go to the new (and only available) 
recording of his terrific Violin 
Concertos, Nos. 1 8c 2. The soloist 
James Buswell is more than equal 
to the task, and the backing of the 
National Symphony Orchestra of 
the Ukraine is delightfully sympa¬ 
thetic. 

Piston is always tuneful and 
witty, and his concertos deserve to 
be better known. As part of the 
American Classics Series, they will 
be hard to beat as pure music. The 
composer is no lightweight, and 
his musical argument, while com¬ 
plex and intelligent, is neither in¬ 
accessible nor pretentious. As an 
introduction to the quality of the 
Naxos series, this disc is a must.

The next three releases, all out 
for Winter 1999/00, are more 
popular in feeling and, in the case 
of Grofe’s Technicolor landscapes, 
more purely “pops,” but that does¬ 
n’t mean there isn’t some deli¬ 
cious fun in these American up¬ 
starts’ take on the great European 
musical tradition. 


American Cl assics 
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Robert Russell Bennett’s name 
will be familiar to anyone who 
knows and loves the American 
musical, as he orchestrated just 
about every important show from 
the ’20s right up to the early ’60s. 
He put out a sound of his own 
with the legendary composers he 
served — Kern, Rodgers, Jule 
Styne, Gershwin, Berlin and Cole 
Porter. 

His own works lack the pure 
genius of those writers, but he had 
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a flair for melody, too, and his 
own Lincoln portrait (not to be 
confused with Aaron Copland’s 
more famous effort), subtitled “A 
Likeness in Symphony Form,” is a 
beautiful and stately piece that 
weighs in at a strong 30 minutes. 
As pure music it can stand alone, 
and as an occasional festive event 
it should be rescued from obscu¬ 
rity. The influence of Copland is 
obvious, but it is actually a less 
ponderous score. 

The accompanying Sights and 
Sounds is self-explanatory pro¬ 
gram music and like its own par¬ 
enthetical name, “An Orchestral 
Entertainment.” The sounds of 
the New York of the Roaring ’20s 
are vividly captured and make this 
Naxos effort a keeper. 
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Meredith Willson is another fa¬ 
miliar name. As the composer of 
Broadway’s The Music Man and 
The Unsinkable Molly Brown, he 
has earned his place in history, but 
he also wrote concert music. The 
world premiere of his two sym¬ 
phonies shows that he also had a 
knack for extended musical forms. 
The program titles of the two 
works sound a little off-putting, 
but they are both charming, if not 
terribly illustrative. 

The tribute to our own city, A 
Symphony of San Francisco, is ac¬ 
tually quite'strong symphonical- 
ly; there may be no foghorns or 
gull cries, but the atmosphere is 
suitably romantic, and the ambi¬ 
tious first movement is very good 
indeed. The Symphony No. 2, The 
Mission of California, is even less 
obvious in portraying four West 
Coast missions, yet it also con¬ 
tains much attractive music, and 
at Naxos’ price should get a listen.

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Family ties that bind 

Talking with author Jim Grimsley

A uthor Jim Grimsley has an 
easy laugh and the laid- 
back, unhurried Southern 
charm of a true Georgia gentle¬ 
man. At the same time, he seems 
to be in constant motion. Beside 
holding the senior writer-in-resi- 
dence position at Emory Univer¬ 
sity in Atlanta, a position he took 
last March, he’s the playwright in 
residence at 7 Stages Theatre in 
Atlanta, and is touring the coun¬ 
try on a book tour for his fourth 
novel, Comfort & Joy. 

The new book revisits the 
story of Danny Crell, a gay South¬ 
ern man who has grown from the 
8-year-old survivor of his parents’ 
dark relationship in Grimsley’s 
first novel, Winter Birds, into a 
hospital administrator in love 
with Dr. Ford McKinney. Dan is 
an administrator at Grady Hospi¬ 
tal in Atlanta. He is also a talented 
singer living with HIV and hemo¬ 
philia. Ford is handsome, rich and 
from one of the oldest families in 


Savannah. The two must negoti¬ 
ate their first Christmas together 
as a couple barely accepted by one 
family and openly reviled by the 
other. The novel explores their re¬ 
lationship as it’s tested by the 
strong pull of family duties, a fatal 
illness and Ford’s struggle to ac¬ 
cept his homosexuality and com¬ 
mitment to Dan. 

Grimsley admits to modeling 
Crell after his own experiences, 
but hesitates to call the book auto¬ 
biographical. “I see it as a revisita¬ 
tion more than anything,” Grims¬ 
ley says. “I wanted to give [Crell] 
some kind of closure, more than 
that moment at the end of Winter 
Birds. But I did not want the mo¬ 
ments to be too close together. I 
wanted a lot of time between Win¬ 
ter Birds and Comfort & Joy.” 

Like Crell, Grimsley was raised 
in a small town in rural North 
Carolina. He spent 20 years at 
Grady Hospital as an administra¬ 
tive secretary. Grimsley is also 
openly gay, a hemophiliac and 
HIV-positive, three characteristics 
he gave to Crell. But that’s where 


the autobiographical similarities 
end, Grimsley says. “The relation¬ 
ship part and the settling into the 
hospital career are Danny. My 
choices are all artistic,” he says. 
“Danny dabbles in art, but he is 
really a professional, and a mar¬ 
ried man. I’ve had relationships, 
but nothing as intense as Ford. 

Grave concerns 

“The other details were so deli¬ 
cious,” Grimsley says, referring to 
the Southern charm that marks his 
books. “The fact that my mom real¬ 
ly did live in a cemetery that she ran 
with my stepfather. The rhythm of 
going there every year for Christ¬ 
mas for 15 years, I couldn’t forsake 
that. When reality hands you that, 
you just have to go with it.” 

Grimsley says his teaching po¬ 
sition at Emory University has 
given him a writer’s rebirth. 
“Teaching is as close to a perfect 
profession for a writer as anything 
could be, because you are at least 
focused on the writing all the 
time,” he says. “Frankly, it’s re¬ 
minded me of the attitude that I

A Christmas carol

Comfort & Joy by Jim Grims¬ 
ley; Algonquin Books of Chapel 
Hill, $21.95 

F or fans of Jim Grimsley’s 
fiction, his new novel 
Comfort & Joy offers the 
return of characters who were 
introduced in his first novel, 
the award-winning Winter 
Birds. Others may remember 
these characters from Grims¬ 
ley’s theatrical work. Both 
Winter Birds and his 1995 
novel Dream Boy were adapt¬ 
ed for the stage and produced 
in San Francisco and else¬ 
where. But for those unfamil¬ 
iar with Grimsley’s novels 
and plays. Comfort & Joy 
stands on its own as a finely 
honed, understated tale of love and its chal¬ 
lenges. 

The book picks up the story of Dan Crell, who, 
in Winter Birds, was the child of a poor, troubled 
family in rural Georgia. Comfort & Joy is set in the 
present, some 25 years after Crell’s difficult child¬ 
hood. He is now a hospital administrator and an 
HIV-positive gay man, living in Atlanta. He is 
somewhat haunted by his past, and worried about 
his prospects for the future, but he receives some 
peace from these troubles when he meets Ford 
McKinney. McKinney, a young resident in the hos¬ 
pital, initiates a romance with Crell. It is this ro¬ 
mance, and its effect on the lives of both men, that 
becomes the central story of Comfort & Joy. 

Grimsley deftly navigates McKinney and Crell’s 
tale by moving the reader back and forth through 
time. The novel opens with the two men traveling 
to visit their families for the holidays. As the story 
progresses through a series of flashbacks, we learn 
more about their respective pasts. There are no 
chapter breaks in the book, so the reader has to be 
alert to these subtle shifts, but it is this subtlety that 
heightens the narrative impact of the novel and en¬ 
hances the “stream of consciousness” effect of 
Grimsley’s prose. 

Grimsley devotes considerable attention to de¬ 
scribing McKinney and his “baggage.” He is, on the 
surface, a man who has everything. In addition to 
being handsome and athletic, he is a promising 
young physician from a wealthy, prominent Savan¬ 
nah family. He is also, as the only son of parents in¬ 
tent on preserving their patrician pedigree, under 
considerable pressure to marry. Although McKin¬ 



ney is relatively certain that he 
does not want to take a wife, 
he is less certain about his sex¬ 
uality, and he is deathly afraid 
of revealing this to his con¬ 
trolling parents. He goes 
through the motions of dating 
the women his parents ap¬ 
prove of, but he is also aware of 
the adoration that his looks 
provoke in other young men. 
And he occasionally allows that 
adoration to progress into a 
sexual encounter. Still, some¬ 
how, he manages to rationalize 
his way out of full acceptance of 
who he is. 

Vocal seduction 

McKinney’s restlessness only 
increases when he meets Dan 
Crell. He is, he realizes, inexplic¬ 
ably fascinated by Crell when he 
sees and hears him singing 
Christmas carols as part of a pro¬ 
gram sponsored by the hospital. He notes a strange, 
haunting sadness in Crell’s voice, and it is this depth 
that draws him to Crell. He spends quite a while ad¬ 
miring Crell from afar. When he finally has an op¬ 
portunity to meet the man whose voice has so 
moved him, he determines to resist his apprehen¬ 
sion and actually ask him out to dinner. So begins 
the relationship that takes both men on a journey 
of personal reckoning and, ultimately, fulfillment. 

In some ways, Comfort & Joy is the story of two 
very different men. McKinney is almost larger than 
life, a charismatic head-turner, and a child of wealth 
and privilege. Crell is somewhat slight and quiet, 
and he comes from humble beginnings, one could 
even say borderline poverty. While McKinney is just 
beginning to come to terms with who he is, Crell is 
at peace with his sexuality and relatively sure of his 
need for long-term companionship. And while 
McKinney has his future well-planned out, Crell’s is 
more uncertain. 

Grimsley uses spare, economical prose to hint at 
the stormy emotions that move within so many of 
his characters. For example, at one point, McKin¬ 
ney notes the “ghost lights of real affection” in a 
parting glance from his icily distant father. In an¬ 
other scene, Crell has a brief but intense graveside 
“conversation” with his long-dead brother. 

The holidays, and their attendant family gather¬ 
ings, are often occasions of high drama, and the 
families depicted in Comfort & Joy are no exception. 
Grimsley has presented the story of these two men 
and their families beautifully and memorably. Com¬ 
fort & Joy is a rewarding read. T

book; it’s the first time Stuart has 
been given the royal treatment. 

“I love playing evil characters,” 
Lane said in a recent interview, 
“and getting to be catty, no pun 
intended. But in how many chil¬ 
dren’s films would a character say, 
‘Read my pink furry lips?”’ 

Nathan Lane, born in 1956 in 
New Jersey, has been a prominent 
comedic actor in film, television 
and theater for over two decades. 
Stuart Little is not his foray into 
children’s films; he provided a 
voice for the two Lion King films. 

He may best be remembered 
for his role as Robin Williams’ 
boyfriend in The Birdcage. With 
that role, Lane went from obscure 
Broadway star to household 
name. 

“ The Birdcage did give the gen¬ 
eral public a look at me,” he said, 
laughing; before that film, only 
the theater-going crowd knew 
who he was. 

For those who are unfamiliar 
with Stuart Little, it’s the tale of a 
mouse who can talk, a dapper 
dresser who is adopted by a 
human family despite the urgings 
of Mrs. Keeper at the orphanage, 
who recommends that the Littles 
“adopt within their own species.” 


Academy Award-winner Geena 
Davis plays the Mom, and 
Michael J. Fox, though in his mid- 
’30s, convincingly voices the child 
mouse. 

The analogy of Stuart being an 
outcast — i.e. gay — is not lost on 
the film’s director. “Stuart is a guy 
who doesn’t look at the world 
from a mouse’s perspective. He 
recognizes that he is different 
from other people, but that is not 
important,” said director Rob 
Minkoff. 

Snowbell, who is dubbed “Tin- 
kerbell” by the neighborhood cat 
clan, is embarrassed to have a 
mouse as part of the family. It had 
been his job, until the adoption, to 
keep mice out of the house. 

No copycat 

While Stuart Little is an adap¬ 
tation, it is a far cry from a carbon 
copy of the book. 

“I recall reading the book, as a 
kid,” said Lane. “And I also recall 
thinking to myself, ‘How can a 
mouse fall in love with a bird?’ At 
that early age I found the futility 
of love,” he said, laughing.

In one episode, vil¬ 
lainous Gregory (the spectacular 
Sam Behrens), who’s been mas¬ 
querading as the mild-mannered 
Tobias for months, says to himself 
that his acting has been so good 
he should be hired by one of those 
soap operas. In another, Annie 
(our fave, Sarah Buxton) discov¬ 
ers heartthrob Jude, who has bed¬ 
ded her, is actually an FBI agent. 
“Is it all part of the investigation, 
Mulder?” she asks. “Because I may 
have red hair, but I’m not Scully.” 
And the always outrageous Amy 
retorts to Olivia (former British 
film star Lesley-Anne Down), 
who is giving her grief as usual, 
“Listen, Miss Great Britain 1951, 
the world doesn’t revolve around 
you anymore.” 

But our favorite SB moment in 
the last days was when Hank 
asked daughter Sarah why she had 
left her TV behind when she 
moved. Sarah notes she used to 
watch a lot — and we proceed to 
see Sarah in a host of scenes from 
former Spelling shows as well as a 
few others: That Girl, Charlie’s 
Angels and Friends — all in send- 
ups of SB plots involving Sarah. 
After Sarah’s musing ends, she 
tells Dad she’s gotten a life and 
doesn’t have time for TV now. 

We’ll miss SB — unlike other 


soaps, there was never even the re¬ 
motest attempt to simulate real 
life or real life issues. SB reveled in 
heightened unreality. On SB, 
characters, all beautiful and rich, 
always knew where to go to get 
love potions (from the voodoo 
priestess Mrs. Moreau — we 
never knew what had happened 
to Mr. Moreau), a million dollars 
at a moment’s notice, 
unscrupulous lab 
technicians to change 
DNA tests, or black 
market babies (white 
males with blonde 
hair, no less). On SB, 
grown men actually 
made a living 
as lifeguards 
(which was 
good, because 
tidal waves and near-drownings 
were common), and women 
never had to work (which was 
good, because they needed time 
for impregnating other women 
with turkey basters, bedding the 
local priest and visiting Mrs. 
Moreau). Amnesia was a common 
disease, and characters had the 
pesky habit of coming back from 
the dead. As the final sun set over 
SB, we shed a little tear. The new 
millennium will lose just a little of 
its luster without this shining gem 
of surreality on the TV landscape. 

UPS package 

From mixed metaphors to dou¬ 
ble entendre, two shows to catch in 
upcoming weeks are the sitcoms It’s 
Like, You Know and Oh, Grow Up, 
both on ABC. Because Who Wants 
to Be a Millionaire pre-empted the 
shows this season for weeks at a 


time, both sitcoms are actually run¬ 
ning never-seen episodes. II, YK is 
acerbic and sharp and stars Jennifer 
Grey as a send-up of herself. O.GU 
features a gay male character, some 
very funny dialogue, and a gem of a 
performance by former soap star 
Rena Sofer. Last week, Ford (John 
Ducey), resident gay boy, tried to 
chat up the UPS guy (apparently he 
doesn’t know only the female dri¬ 
vers are queer). He laments to 
roommate Norris that the driver 
“doesn’t even know I’m alive,” to 
which Norris responds, “Well, at 
least he knows you’re gay.” In an¬ 
other episode, Sofer, ex-wife of 
Ford, runs into some old gal pals 
while shopping. Turns out every¬ 
one is living the Arianna Huffing¬ 
ton life — men are leaving their 
wives for other men left, right and 
sideways. 

Other items of note as the New 
Year blossoms into full flower: Ac¬ 
cess Hollywood broke the news 
that Jodie Foster turned down the 
request to reprise her role as 
Clarissa Starling in the sequel to 
Silence of the Lambs, for which she 
won an Oscar. It seems Foster had

been aching to do a project with 
her young protege, actress Clare 
Danes. Danes’ schedule opened, 
and Foster didn’t want to queer 
her opportunities — so to speak. 

And ABC Finally cried uncle 
over NYPD Blue. Starting January 
11, Blue is back — and until then, 
expect to be bombarded with 
rather dramatic disclaiming pro¬ 
mos for the show — all of which 
make it seem that some other 
force of nature had kept Blue off 
ABC for two extra months, rather 
than ABC’s fear of losing ratings 
for night-time soaper Once and 
Again. Entre nous, queer storylines 
abound for the new season. 

Finally, the end of the world as 
we know it was signaled by the 
death of the original TV butch 
top, the Lone Ranger, the day be¬ 
fore New Year’s. Clayton Moore, 
the Lone Ranger on ’50s TV, died 
at 85. We grew up watching the 
Lone Ranger and his faithful 
leather-clad bottom, Tonto, riding 
off into the sunset, always es¬ 
chewing the kisses of lovely young 
women grateful for being saved by 
the ambiguously gay duo. The 
query, “Who was that masked 
man?” and the refrain, “I don’t 
know, but I wanted to thank him” 
ended each show (that, and the 
William Tell Overture). 

Moore fo'ught in the courts to 
maintain the right to wear his Lone 
Ranger drag for years after the show 
ceased airing. (The owners of the 
material claimed Moore was too 
old to represent the Lone Ranger.) 
The Lone Ranger may have been the 
first encoded queer show on TV.

T he news that Naiad Press 
was scaling back its annual 
output from 32 books to 
four sent a shudder through les¬ 
bian readers. The relief we all felt 
with the news that a new press, 
Bella Books, would take over most 
of Naiads authors was palpable. I 
thought it might be interesting to 
check out the new publisher on 
the block and e-interview pub¬ 
lisher Kelly Smith. Here’s some of 
what she had to say. 

Deborah Peifer: Can you give me 
a brief bio? 

Kelly Smith: My hometown is 
Saginaw, Michigan, and I live in 
Ferndale, Michigan. I’ve lived here 
for almost 10 years. I will turn 40 
this February. I recently told my 
mother that I remembered when 
my father threw a big party for 
her on her 40th birthday, but that 
at the time I didn’t know how 
young she really was. She got a 
kick out of that. I feel pretty good 
about my upcoming birthday. I 
am a graduate of the University of 
Michigan, where I studied Classi¬ 
cal Archaeology. 

I came out in 1981 and have 
been completely out since that 
time. In 1992, my partner and I 
opened A Woman’s Prerogative 
Bookstore in Ferndale. The store 
was originally a feminist book¬ 
store, and over the years the focus 
changed to specifically lesbian. 

Why did you decide to become a 
publisher? 

I became interested in publishing 
shortly after opening the book¬ 
store. I don’t think until then that 
I had realized that there were so 
many small presses out in the 
world producing some very in¬ 
credible material. I have always 
loved books and been a reader, 
and I thought that the bookstore 
was the way to tap into that pro¬ 
fessionally, but then I saw that 
publishing was really more of 
what I was looking for. I enjoy all 
the different aspects of what the 
publisher gets to do: working with 
an artist on the jacket cover, read¬ 
ing the manuscript and talking 
with the writer about what they 
are doing and what they want to 
accomplish, talking with readers 
about why they like certain books 
over others, the whole business

side of publishing, and (this may 
sound corny) starting with noth¬ 
ing and helping to create a work 
of art. I love the book industry 
'and I love lesbians, and I am just 
putting the two together. Also, I 
am not a writer, but I love this in¬ 
dustry and want to be a part of it. 
Someone has to be the publisher! 

How did the Naiad connection 
happen? 

In Spring 1998,1 told [Naiad pub¬ 
lisher] Barbara [Grier] that I 
wanted to learn the publishing 
business, and she told me that she 
needed a new assistant. This 
worked out well for both of us. I 
must say that Barbara treated me 
very well and certainly shared her 
knowledge of publishing with me. 
She was generous with her time, 
and I appreciate all that she taught 
me. I feel like I got a very good in¬ 
troduction to publishing that will 
be invaluable in what I am setting 
out to do. Barbara called me up 
this past November and asked if I 
was still doing Bella Books, and 
after I told her I was, she told me 
that they were going to reduce 
their output and that she wanted 
to send authors to me. Her gen¬ 
erosity from that day on has been 
unbelievable. Not only has she in¬ 
deed sent her writers to me, but 
she has given me direction and 
answered all of the questions that 
have popped into my mind, as 
well as introducing me to others 
in the industry that I need to talk 
to. She has been phenomenal. 

What kinds of books do you want 


to publish? 

I want to publish good lesbian fic¬ 
tion. I would love to publish great 
lesbian fiction. My passion is les¬ 
bian fiction, and that is also my 
specialty. 

How will Bella Books differ from 
Naiad? 

The main difference between 
Bella and Naiad is that I prefer a 
book with more depth and com¬ 
plexity (which many times means 
more length). I want to keep the 
loyal Naiad readers happy, and at 
the same time get the attention of 
those readers who have not read a 
Naiad book in years. 

Are you accepting author in¬ 
quiries? Manuscripts? Outlines? 
How can writers get in touch with 
you? 

I am accepting inquiries. Writers 
should send a letter to: Bella 
Books, PO Box 201007, Ferndale, 
MI 48220, or e-mail Bellabooks @ 
aol.com. 

When does the first Bella Book 
hit the stores? 

The first Bella Books are sched¬ 
uled for September 2000.

Coates said. “If you don’t get the 
humor, it can be remarkably of¬ 
fensive. The play requires a hearty, 
scrappy audience.” 

So, why do the play at all? It’s a 
question that even some board 
members of George Coates Perfor¬ 
mance Works wanted answered. 

Most accepted his explanation 
that it is indeed a funny play, and 
that the history of radical theater 
would be incomplete without the 
play at last finding life on the 
stage. “A few key board members 
were still pretty upset,” Coates 
said, “but their opposition melted 
away when they found out that the 
Andy Warhol Museum has an ex¬ 
hibit devoted to Valerie Solanas.” 

Coates first saw the original 
copy of Up Your Ass under glass 
during a visit to the Andy Warhol 
Museum in Pittsburgh. He was 
able to read a duplicate copy at 
the museum, and he set out to se¬ 
cure permission from Solanas’ sis¬ 
ter, Judith Martinez, to stage it. 

“The sister didn’t want to hear 
from anyone,” said associate director 
Eddy Falconer, who eventually visit¬ 
ed Martinez in Florida. “She said 
there are a lot of kooks out there.” 

But Coates persevered. “I told 
her that we wanted to bring out 
the wit, humor, and pride in the 
play,” Coates said. After checking 
out Coates’ credentials, she gave 
her blessing, and will be present 
for the Jan. 12 opening. 

Alter ego 

In Up Your Ass, the character 
Bongi Perez is the clear stand-in 
for Solanas. She is the caustic ob¬ 
server of a passing parade of 
ridiculous characters. “The char¬ 
acters are archetypes, but they 
have a life beyond the stereotypes 
they are supposed to represent,” 
Falconer said. “It’s like a counter¬ 
culture comic book.” 

Bongi is not shy about her at¬ 
traction to women, an unusually 
forthright stance for a play writ¬ 
ten in 1965. “My only consola¬ 
tion,” she says at one point, “is 
that I’m me: vivacious, dynamic, 
single, and a queer.” 

Solanas more baldly stated her 
proto-feminist beliefs in The 
SCUM Manifesto, an overwrought 
but fascinating treatise that re¬ 
flected the philosophies of the So¬ 
ciety to Cut Up Men. (Solanas was 
probably its only member.) As 
with Up Your Ass, The SCUM 
Manifesto was written before 
Solanas’ fateful 1968 encounter 
with Warhol, though its publica¬ 
tion was the result of the notori¬ 
ety following the shooting. 

“She didn’t come out of 
nowhere,” Coates said. “She’s not 
like John Hinckley.” 

Solanas’ life began traditionally 


enough in Atlantic City in 1936. 
She was a good student, graduated 
from the University of Maryland 
with a degree in psychology, and 
headed to the University of Min¬ 
nesota for a graduate degree. She 
suddenly dropped out in the spring 
of 1959, and lived below radar until 
she showed up in New York in 1966 
as a writer with an agenda. 

She became a fringe character 
around The Factory, Warhol’s in¬ 
cubator for art, films, and quirky 
performers, and she gave him her 
only copy of Up Your Ass to read 
in 1966. 

Two years later, her script lost 
and her mental state deteriorat¬ 
ing, she shot and nearly killed 
Warhol, who spent two months in 
the hospital recuperating and 
died in 1987 while being treated 
for lingering effects of the in¬ 
juries. As for Solanas, after three 
years in prison, she spent most of 
her remaining life in and out of 
psychiatric hospitals. She died of 
pneumonia alone and forgotten 
in a hotel room in San Francisco’s 
Tenderloin in 1988. 

Obscenity charges? 

When Solanas first gave Up Your 
Ass to Warhol to read, he thought 
it was so obscene that it might be 
part of a government plot to nail 
him on obscenity charges. Ironical¬ 
ly, Coates worried that producing 
the play all these years later could 
put his theater at risk. 

“We get funds from the Nation¬ 
al Endowment for the Arts, but 
now they’re allowed to apply a gen¬ 
eral standards of decency’ test to 
what they support, so I knew I 
couldn’t get money for a play called 
Up Your Ass,” he said. “How do we 
protect our NEA grant, keep our 
dignity, and not be self-censoring?” 

His solution was to create a 
double bill that will offer Up Your 
Ass in repertory with Arthur 
Miller’s The Archbishop’s Ceiling, a 
seldom-staged play about the ef¬ 
fects of censorship and surveil¬ 
lance on personal identity. “I am 
feeling the cold chill of censorship 
myself,” Coates said.

Coates’ journey to his embrace 
of Solanas and her play began two 
years ago, when he and Falconer, 
his associate director, were having 
a conversation about remaining so¬ 
cietal taboos. That led to a discus¬ 
sion of women and violence, and 
Solanas’ name came up. Together 
they watched a tape of I Shot Andy 
Warhol, a 1996 British film about 
Solanas that mentions Up Your Ass. 

Coates rarely works with exist¬ 
ing scripts, preferring the creation 
to take place over an extended pe¬ 
riod of exploration and discovery. 
His credo is to “get lost” in the 
process before coming up with a 
final product. “There’s no chance of 
discovering things,” he said, “if you 
already know where you’re going.” 

But even though not a word 
has been changed in Solanas’ 
script, Up Your Ass has still under¬ 
gone the Coates treatment. The 
play, which Solanas set in an un¬ 
defined club, now takes place in a 
karaoke bar where much of the 
original dialogue has been set to 
the music of such popular songs 
as “Stand By Your Man,” “Tears on 
My Pillow,” and “Will You Still 
Love Me Tomorrow?” 

And in another twist, all the char¬ 
acters, both male and female, are 
being played by women, although 
the gender illusion can be hard to 
detect. “Valerie wanted men and 
women in the play, so we do,” Coates 
said, “but she also said, ‘Eliminate all 
the men,’ so we did.” T 


Up Your Ass will run at George 
Coates Performance Works 
through April 8. Tickets are $12 
through Jan. 11 and $16 
thereafter. It will be joined in 
repertory by The Archbishop’s 
Ceiling beginning Feb. 3. For 
more information call 392-4400.

The story is disarmingly amus¬ 
ing. In the near future, the gov¬ 
ernment is imposing bisexuality 
as the standard. Miscreants, 
whether gay or straight, are forced 
to have sex with whatever sex 
they’ve not had sex with. So the 
scenes run like this: supposedly 
straight couple are apprehended 
by the sex police, and must have 
sex with the officer to prove their 
versatility. This means lots of 


scenes with two guys and one girl; 
there’s a scene with two same-sex 
couples who ultimately get scram¬ 
bled, and one lesbo scene where 
The Commander punishes the 
girls by fucking them silly. This is 
after they suck him off a lot; he’s 
played by Anthony Stone, a 
caramel-skinned giant whose 
massive cock rises from the 
shaved plain of his groin like a 
redwood tree on a solo trip to the 
desert. 

Shannon is beautifully dis¬ 
played in two scenes. In the afore¬ 
mentioned quartet, he cums when 
Joshua Scott squats on a gal’s 
strap-on and sucksrhim off while 
Shannon jerks Scott to climax. 

Dave Nelson, the 6’2”, 195- 
pound pretty boy of Studio 2000’s 
Cuffed and Night Riders, is paired 
with Paul Morgan. But that’s the 
end of the two-hour movie, and 
the end for me comes with the 
second scene, which introduces 
Sharon Kane making out with 
that stunner, Rob Steele. He’s to¬ 
tally new to me; the new Adam 
Gay Video directory calls him a 
1999 newcomer, lists seven gay 
videos he’s been in, but says “he’s 
pretty lame in the sex department 
until it comes to beating off — 
then stand back!” 

Well, he earns his stripes in this 
one, because he’s got to prove to 
the no-nonsense Tom Matthews 
that he’s bi. Sharon Kane gets 
worked over pretty well by these 
two guys, but they work each 
other over even better. If Rob’s act¬ 
ing bisexuality, he gets an Oscar, 
because he sucks cock rapturously, 
screws Matthews vigorously, and 
cums only when he’s getting 
screwed himself. And a delicious 
detail: during their final dialogue 
after they’ve all squirted, his cock 
still lies hard up against his belly. 
I’m sure the boy never goes soft. I 
certainly didn’t watching him, 
which is some sort of contradic¬ 
tion: I’m such a softie for a meso¬ 
morph with a hardon. ▼

It’s Women’s Work 

T he way performance spaces gain recognition in this city is 
through perseverance, sustained attempts at excellence, and 
programming that respects the intelligence and diversity of San 
Francisco’s avant-garde theater-goers. Over the last couple of years, 
one small South of Market performance space has especially distin¬ 
guished itself in all these regards: Venue 9, the home of Footloose, 
a seriously innovative company that produces a wide array of dance, 
theater, multimedia and music events. 

Under the astute artistic direction of Mary Alice Fry, Footloose 
y_ @ Venue 9 has pushed the boundaries of creativity farther and faster 

than just about any small-scale performance-art company in the city. 
It has become a key presenter of offbeat, experimental, eclectic, 
sometimes queer but always quirky material. At the forefront of this 
drive to entertain and enlighten have been the many women who, in 
countless shows at Venue 9, have choreographed, danced, composed, 
played instruments, directed, acted, written, sung, projected images, 
created electronic sounds, painted, and vocalized for appreciative 
and rapidly growing audiences. 

To honor these women, Footloose is presenting its “First Annu¬ 
al Women’s Work Jubilee,” intended as a “powerful, earthy, sen¬ 
sual” immersion into the creative world of women’s performance art. 
Most of these women have polished their craft and built up a fol¬ 
lowing at Venue 9 as part of Footloose’s “Women’s Work” program. 

The festival kicks off this Friday, January 7, with a fundraising 
preview and reception from 6-8 p.m., followed by performance ex¬ 
cerpts beginning at 8 p.m. ($15 suggested donation). That’s a good 
time to check out what’s in store at Venue 9 from Thursday, Jan. 13 
through Sunday, Jan. 30. 

Among the performances to choose from are: 

Return to Spoonland (Jan. 13 & 14) by choreographer/performer 
Mary Armentrout, wifh dancers Christy Funsch, Alan Grant, and 
Sara Hampton. This gently absurdist dance piece depicts the pecu¬ 
liar and strangely beautiful way we go through life: completely alone, 
but inexorably connected to each other. 

Serial Murderess (Jan. 13 8c 15) by writer/solo performer Aman¬ 
da Moody, directed by Melissa Weaver. It looks at three very differ¬ 
ent women and the murders they committed. 

Baby (Jan. 15 8c 21) by choreographer/performer Kerry Gaither, 
with performers Brynn Dirksen and Jared Kaplan. In this dance 
piece, “Baby” signifies endearment, derision and childhood, and is 
played as a character by all three performers. 

Nize Joosh Goilz (Jan. 16 8c 22) by Margery Kreitman and Terry 
Baum, which asks the musical question: “What do a disembodied 
nose, a gangster grandma, a radical dyke, and the original Eve all 
have in common?” 

Genesis Whispers (Jan. 20 8c 23) by choreographer/performer 
Priscilla Park, with performer John Michael Doyle. In it, a genderless 
being dreams of giving birth to twins. Their life is brilliant and short, 
and the dreamer awakes to another dream, the burial ritual for her 
children. 

Born Freek (Jan. 20 8c 21) by writer/solo performer Karen Goldstein. 
It’s an autobiographical look at an exotic dancer’s search for self-love. 

Girl Scout Rejects (Jan. 27 8c 29) by playwright Carla Johnston, di¬ 
rected by Virginia Reed, featuring solo performer Laura Hope Owen. 
Expelled from the Girl Scouts for punching out a boy, Emily escapes 
to the mountains where she pokes fun at her darkest secrets and

who always manages to be adorable, plays 
Donnie Smith, a lost soul who seeks re¬ 
demption.

tographs and letters culled from 
the archive of Montague Glover 

(1898-1983), a British Army Offi¬ 
cer, architect and keen amateur 
photographer of — guess what? 
— mens. The book, chock full of 
toothsome soldiers, sultry sailors, 
gorgeous Guardsmen, Piccadilly 
rent boys and assorted male pul¬ 
chritude amply illustrates Glover’s 
obsessions: the Armed Forces, 
working-class men, and his life¬ 
long love, Ralph Hall. 

“The Guards Regiments had 
particular appeal,” writes Gar¬ 
diner: “with their dashing uni¬ 
form of scarlet, white, and gold 
tight tunics, tighter trousers and 
knee-high shiny boots, they were 
every uniform fetishist’s dream 
come true. In fact, having sex with 
a tall, blond young guardsman 
was the most popular romantic 
fantasy for gay men of Monty’s 
time, a fantasy made all the more 
potent by the fact that for a few 
pounds it might become reality.” 

On more of a body fetishist’s 
note, Fleurs de peau - Skin flowers 
(Kehayoff) is the photographic 
work of an anonymous dermatol¬ 
ogist from Lyons, France, in the 
’30s, presented by Gerard Levy 
and Serge Bramly. The good 
doctor liked to take pictures of 
tattooed bodies, and you can tell 


from the way he photographed 
them that he saw them as art. The 
pictures on flesh canvas here in¬ 
clude everything from a winter 
ice-skating scene to a sailor tied 
up to an anchor. Bondage voyage. 

Finally, a collection of knock¬ 
out vintage art photography, What 
Was True: The Photographs and 
Notebooks of William Gedney 
edited by Margaret Sartor and 
co-edited by Geoff Dyer (Lynd- 
hurst Norton) makes an excellent 
enticement for the upcoming 
Gedney exhibition at SFMOMA, 
opening January 21 (through May 
16). Gedney took pictures of hip¬ 
pies in the Haight-Ashbury and 
queers at gay rights rallies in San 
Francisco, but his most haunting 
photographs may well be the stud¬ 
ies he took of coal miners’ families 
in eastern Kentucky (the work 
dates from the early ’60s on). 
When he died of AIDS in 1989, 
only a few savvy curators and fel¬ 
low photographers knew his work. 
This book and the imminent exhi¬ 
bition, titled Short Distances and 
Definite Places: The Photographs of 
William Gedney and organized by 
SFMOMA Curator of Photogra¬ 
phy Sandra S. Phillips, should 
change that. 

In spite of our item to the con¬ 
trary last week, the Hothouse 
video Descent has not been 
shelved; in fact, the studio says it is 
currently available through dis¬ 
tributors. T
